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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Attleborough  : 

In  submitting  the  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1893,  we  extend  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  our  congratu- 
lations upon  arriving  at  the  two  hundreth  anniversary  of  the 
incorporation  of  the  town. 

On  the  nineteenth  day  of  October,  1694,  by  an  Act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Court  of  Massachusetts,  the  town  of  Attleborough  was 
incorporated. 

The  territory  of  the  town  then  included  its  present  limits,  North 
Attleborough,  a part  of  the  town  of  Wrentham  and  Cumberland, 
R.  I.  ; a vast  wilderness,  comprising  as  it  has  been  said  less  than 
ninety  inhabitants.  The  early  history  of  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  of  the  town,  while  both  instructive  and  interesting,  is  not 
perhaps  distinctively  different  from  that  of  other  New  England 
towns. 

The  boundaries  of  the  town  have  at  different  times  been  mate- 
rially changed,  resulting  in  the  loss  of  large  tracts  of  land,  and  in 
seriously  diminishing  the  population  and  valuation  of  the  town. 
February  18,  1830,  a part  of  the  town  was  annexed  to  the  town 
of  Wrentham,  and  on  June  14,  1887,  nearly  one-half  of  the 
town’s  territory,  population  and  valuation  was  incorporated  as 
the  town  of  North  Attleborough.  Notwithstanding  these  inroads 
upon  her  wealth  and  population,  Attleborough  can  safely  be 
ranked  to-day  as  among  the  ten  largest  towns  in  the  Common- 
wealth, a fact  indicative  of  extraordinary  growth  and  develop- 
ment, disclosing  the  absolute  necessity  of  careful  thought  and 
consideration  for  the  common  weal. 

The  exigencies  of  the  several  departments  of  the  town  require 
in  the  aggregate  a large  appropriation. 

The  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  require  towns  to  keep  and 
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maintain  its  highways  in  a reasonable  and  safe  condition  for  public 
travel,  while  the  actual  necessities  of  our  business  centres  and 
thickly  populated  portions  of  the  town  require  even  more  than 
this,  viz  : That  the  highways  shall  be  constructed  and  main- 
tained to  meet  the  excessive  travel  and  convenience  of  the  public, 
with  proper  sidewalks  and  well  lighted  streets.  The  high  school 
must  be  maintained  ten  months  and  the  public  schools  six  months 
in  the  year.  The  poor  and  indigent  inhabitants  of  the  town  must 
be  annually  cared  for,  and  the  unfortunate  soldiers  of  the  late 
war,  by  special  law,  is  a duty  of  equal  importance.  The  public 
library  should  be  supported,  and  having  within  the  last  year  pur- 
chased the  franchise  and  property  of  the  Fire  District,  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Fire  and  Water  departments  becomes  an  added 
duty  of  the  town.  In  considering  the  necessary  appropriations 
for  these  several  departments  it  should  be  remembered  that  they 
are  independent  of  each  other,  and  the  majority  of  them  subject 
to  no  general  supervision,  save  that  which  is  given  by  the  inhabi- 
tants in  town  meeting  assembled. 

Highways. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  423,  section  25,  of  the  acts  of 
1893,  the  selectmen  of  towns  in  which  road  commissioners  are 
not  chosen,  are  required  to  appoint  a superintendent  of  streets 
and  determine  the  compensation  for  his  services,  such  superin- 
tendent, under  the  direction  of  the  selectmen,  has  full  charge  of 
all  repairs  and  labor  required  of  towns  upon  streets,  ways, 
bridges  and  sidewalks,  and  the  care  and  preservation  of  shade 
trees ; and  also,  in  towns  where  no  other  provision  is  made,  full 
charge  of  all  repairs  required  of  town  upon  sewers  and  drains 
and  in  relation  to  such  matters  he  has  the  same  powers  and  is 
subject  to  the  same  duties,  liabilities  and  penalties  which  are  im- 
posed upon  surveyors  of  highways  and  road  commissioners. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  it  having  been  determined  to  make 
permanent  improvements  upon  some  of  the  highways,  and  to  ex- 
pend the  appropriation  for  the  repairs  of  the  highways  upon  some 
systematic  method,  the  Selectmen  decided  that  it  required  for  the 
position  of  Superintendent  of  Streets,  to  accomplish  the  desired 
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work,  a man  specially  fitted  therefor,  and  accordingly  they 
appointed  William  J.  Luther,  C.  E.,  Superintendent  of  Streets. 
Mr.  Luther’s  report  is  herewith  submitted.  It  is,  in  our  opinion, 
an  able,  full  and  complete  document  clearly  setting  forth  the 
manner  in  which  the  several  appropriations  have  been  expended, 
the  present  condition  of  the  highways  and  bridges,  and  advanced 
views  for  systematic  work  on  the  same.  We  sincerely  trust  that 
this  report  may  receive  a careful  perusal  and  consideration  by  the 
voters  of  the  town. 

It  is  a matter  of  common  knowledge  that  the  highways  of  this 
town,  as  a whole,  are  not  in  a satisfactory  condition,  nor  can  they 
be  as  long  as  the  policy  which  has  prevailed  in  years  past  is 
continued.  In  the  first  place  the  annual  appropriations  for  high- 
ways and  bridges,  though  nominally  made  for  a certain  sum,  are 
seriously  diminished  by  the  action  of  the  town  in  diverting  a con- 
siderable part  of  the  appropriation  to  some  special  use,  such  as  the 
payment  of  an  overdraft  of  the  previous  year,  or  the  completion 
of  certain  work  which  actually  demands  a special  appropriation. 
If  the  repairs  of  the  highways  and  bridges  demand  an  appropri- 
ation and  expenditure  on  the  same  of  $5,000,  it  is  useless  to  make 
that  appropriation  and  then  curtail  it  by  amendments,  so  that 
only  $3,500  of  the  appropriation  are  available.  Again  the  con- 
stant change  in  the  supervision  of  the  highways,  and  the  unsys- 
tematic manner  adopted  in  the  repairs  of  the  same,  has  resulted 
in  little  else  than  a series  of  patch  work,  oftentimes  without  re- 
gard to  grades,  adding  to  instead  of  taking  material  from  the  road 
beds,  and  frequently  paying  little  or  no  attention  to  the  character 
of  the  material  used.  It  follows  therefore  that  to  secure  satisfac- 
tory results  necessary  appropriations  must  be  made  and  intelligent 
and  practical  methods  used  in  the  expenditure  of  these  appropri- 
ations. Under  the  annual  appropriation  which  has  usually  ob- 
tained for  the  general  repair  of  highways  and  bridges,  it  must,  on 
account  of  the  extent  of  territory  and  the  amount  of  work  actually 
necessary,  be  several  years  before  the  roads  can  be  put  in  a desir- 
able condition.  It  is  an  open  question  whether  it  would  not  be 
good  economy  for  the  town  to  create  a debt  for  the  specific  pur- 
pose of  at  once  (as  far  as  practicable)  repairing  the  highways,  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  travelling  public  and  the  development 
of  the  town. 
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Permanent  Construction. 

It  was  understood  by  the  action  of  the  town  at  its  last  annual 
meeting  in  relation  to  permanent  construction,  that  the  appropri- 
ation therefore  was  to  be  expended  on  some  highway,  in  or  con- 
tiguous to  the  business  centre  of  the  town,  and  in  selecting  the 
street  best  fitted  for  this  work,  it  was  necessary  to  consider  its 
condition  in  relation  to  being  well  curbed,  sewered  and  the  least 
liable  to  be  dug  up  for  the  repair  of  water,  sewer  and  gas  pipes. 
After  careful  consideration,  Bank  street  was  selected,  since  it  had 
a curbed  sidewalk  the  entire  length  on  one  side,  and  nearly  all 
the  abuttors  were  connected  with  the  sewer.  Before  entering 
upon  the  work,  the  Attleboro  Gas  Light  Co.  was  required  to  per- 
manently repair  its  pipes,  and  we  were  informed  that  no  appre- 
hension need  be  entertained  of  trouble  from  the  water  mains  in 
said  street.  The  street  was  macadamized  from  the  Attleboro 
Branch  Railroad  to  Park  street  and  a full  description  of  the  work 
and  expense  of  construction  is  given  in  the  Superintendent’s  re- 
port. It  is  receiving  a very  thorough  test  under  the  present  con- 
stant thawing  and  freezing,  and  we  are  confident  that  it  will 
prove  in  the  spring  to  have  been  thoroughly  and  properly 
constructed. 

The  expediency  of  at  present  continuing  work  on  permanent 
construction  on  the  highways  in  the  business  centre  of  the  town 
is  one  which  demands  careful  consideration.  It  is  evident  that 
work  of  this  character  should  not  be  done  on  highways  the  road 
beds  of  which  are  liable  to  frequent  disturbance,  either  in  change 
of  grade  or  for  laying  and  repairing  water,  gas  and  sewer  pipes. 
No  sewer  system  as  yet  has  been  adopted  by  the  town,  and  much 
of  the  cement  lined  water  pipe  will  in  the  near  future  (as  we  are 
informed)  of  necessity  be  replaced  with  iron  pipe. 

Again,  the  question  of  abolishing  the  grade  railroad  crossing 
remains  unsettled,  and  until  finally  determined  it  would,  in  our 
opinion,  be  very  unwise  to  at  present  continue  the  work  of  per- 
manent construction  upon  such  highways  as  may  be  affected 
thereby.  County  street,  which  needs  repairing,  can  be  excepted 
as  not  coming  under  the  last  named  objection,  but  it  is  not  pro- 
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vided  with  a sewer  beyond  the  bridge  at  the  Ten  Mile  river. 
Therefore,  for  the  reasons  above  seth  forth,  we  cannot  recom- 
mend the  continuance  of  permanent  construction  on  streets  in  the 
immediate  centre  of  the  town.  In  considering  the  matter  of  rec- 
ommendations we  are  necessarily  not  a little  influenced  by  the 
fact  that  the  tax  rate  is,  and  for  some  years  to  come  will  be,  ex- 
cessive. We  approve  of  the  recommendation  made  in  the  Super- 
intendent’s report  for  highways  and  bridges,  viz  : $5,000  and 
$1 ,000  additional  for  the  repair  of  Mechanic  Street  bridge,  as 
necessary  and  economical.  We  are  inclined  to  believe  that  satis- 
factory results  will  not  be  attained  in  this  department  until  the 
town  owns  and  makes  use  of  a steam  roller  of  proper  dimensions, 
not  only  in  permanent  construction  but  also  in  general  highway 
repairs.  The  advisability  of  buying  a steam  roller  the  present 
year  we  leave  for  the  determination  of  the  town. 

Sidewalks. 

• 

The  town  cannot  afford  to  halt  in  its  annual  work  upon  the 
sidewalks  The  Superintendent  has  fully  reported  the  work  of 
the  past  year  in  this  direction  and  we  earnestly  recommend  an 
appropriation  therefore  of  $2,000,  to  be  mainly  expended  under 
the  betterment  act. 

Railroad  Crossings. 

As  we  have  intimated,  the  question  of  the  abolition  of  the  grade 
railroad  crossings  enters  very  materially  into  the  question  as  to 
the  best  method  to  be  adopted  and  pursued  in  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  our  highways.  More  than  this.  It  is  a mat- 
ter more  vitally  affecting  and  overshadowing  the  prosperity  of 
this  town,  than  anything  which  perhaps,  this  town  within  its 
history  has  ever  considered  and  determined. 

At  a special  town  meeting  held  a year  ago,  a committee  of 
representative  men  was  chosen  to  guard  and  protect  the  town’s 
interest  in  this  matter.  We  are  unable  to  submit  a report  from 
that  committee  as  we  are  informed  that  they  have  nothing  addi- 
tional to  report  beyond  what  has  already  been  given  to  the  town. 
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At  the  risk  of  being  charged  with  officiousness,  we  sincerely 
believe  it  our  duty  to  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  the 
impending  danger  in  this  direction,  and  to  urge  them  to  imme- 
diate action. 

Beyond  question,  in  the  manner  prescribed  and  under  the  laws 
enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  grade 
crossings  in  this  vicinity  will  sooner  or  later  be  abolished.  It  is 
in  the  method  to  be  adopted  that  the  town  is  vitally  interested. 
It  seems  that  a relocation  of  the  railroad  will  not  now  be  enter- 
tained by  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R.  Corporation,  therefore 
either  the  crossings  must  be  closed  and  travel  diverted,  or  the 
grades  of  the  street  and  railroad  separated.  In  either  event  the 
town  and  her  inhabitants  must  suffer  irreparable  damage.  The 
law  amply  provides  for  a mutual  agreement  between  the  select" 
men  and  the  directors  of  a railroad  corporation,  for  the  abolish- 
ing of  railroad  crossings  and  it  is  a matter  of  regret  that  a mutual 
understanding  cannot  be  arrived  at  which  would  be  acceptable  to 
all  parties  concerned. 

There  are  two  propositions  which  present  themselves,  to  which 
this  town  should  never  accede,  viz.,  the  closing  of  the  highway 
and  diverting  travel  ; and  the  separation  of  grades  without  chang- 
ing the  grade  of  railroad.  The  policy  (we  are  informed)  which 
has  almost  universally  obtained  throughout  the  state  is  the  raising 
of  the  railroad  grade  and  the  lowering  of  the  highway.  In  this 
manner  the  least  damage  and  expense  will  be  caused  in  this  town 
and  crossings  can  be  made  at  necessary  and  desirable  points. 

For  several  years  the  north  part  of  the  town,  lying  east  and 
west  of  the  railroad,  has  been  without  direct  and  easy  communi- 
cation, to  the  serious  injury  of  a large  number  of  the  inhabitants 
and  to  the  actual  damage  of  the  town  in  preventing  a develop- 
ment of  property  in  this  section.  No  relief  can  wisely  be  afforded 
in  this  direction  until  the  main  question  at  issue  is  solved.  We 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  railroad  corporation  intends 
to  at  its  own  pleasure,  solve  this  question  by  the  adoption  of  one 
or  both  of  the  propositions  named,  and  ere  this  the  protection  of 
the  Legislature  against  this  injustice  should  have  been  asked. 
Under  the  present  law  three  commissioners  may  be  appointed  on 
fhe  petition  of  the  selectmen  of  a town  or  the  directors  of  a rail- 
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road  corporation  to  the  Superior  Cou  t,  for  the  abolishing  of  a 
grade  crossing  and  their  decision  in  the  premises  after  cofirmation 
of  the  same  by  the  court  is  final.  The  damages  and  expenses  are 
apportioned  as  follows  : to  the  Commonwealth  25%,  town  10% 
and  the  railroad  65% . These  expenses  are  paid  under  the  provis- 
ions of  Chapter  283,  Acts  of  1893  which  are  as  follows:  “ The 

court  shall  appoint  an  auditor,  who  shall  be  a disinterested  per- 
son not  an  inhabitant  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  crossing  is 
situated,  to  whom  shall  from  time  to  time  be  submitted  all 
accounts  of  expense,  whether  incurred  by  the  railroads,  city, 
town,  commission  or  auditor,  who  shall  audit  the  same  and  make 
report  thereon  to  the  court ; which  auditing  when  accepted  by 
the  court  shall  be  final.  The  compensation  of  the  auditor  shall 
be  determined  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law  relative 
to  the  compensation  of  auditors  appointed  by  the  Superior  Court 
in  civil  cases.  Said  court  shall  from  time  to  time  issue  its 
decrees  for  payment  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  corporation,  not 
exceeding  the  amount  apportioned  to  it  by  said  auditor,  and  for 
the  payment  on  the  part  of  the  Commonwealth,  not  exceeding 
the  amounts  apportioned  to  the  Commonwealth  and  to  the  city  or 
town  ; and  such  city  or  town  shall  repay  to  the  Commonwealth 
the  amount  apportioned  to  the  city  or  town  by  said  auditor,  in 
such  annual  payments  as  the  auditor  of  the  Commonwealth  may 
designate ; and  the  amount  of  the  payment  designated  for  the 
year,  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  per  annum 
from  the  date  of  the  acceptance  of  the  report  of  the  auditor,  in  the 
case  of  the  first  payment,  and  for  one  year,  in  the  case  of  each  of 
the  other  payments,  shall  be  included  by  the  treasurer  and 
receiver  general  in,  and  made  a part  of,  the  sum  charged  to  such 
city  or  town,  and  be  assessed  upon  it  in  the  apportionment  and 
assessment  of  its  annual  state  tax  ; and  said  treasurer  shall  in  each 
year  notify  such  city  or  town  of  the  amount  of  such  assessment? 
which  amount  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  or  town  into  the  treasury 
of  the  Commonwealth  at  the  time  required  for  the  payment  and  as 
a part  of  its  state  tax.” 

Under  the  law  as  originally  passed  in  1890,  Chap.  428,  Sec.  4, 
a change  of  the  grade  of  the  railroad  could  only  be  made  on  the 
consent  of  the  Directors , but  by  the  Acts  of  1892,  Chap  312,

the  consent  of  the  railroad  commissioners  was  wisely  substituted. 
Unfortunately  the  very  heart  of  Attleborough  and  her  future  pros- 
perity is  involved  in  this  question  and  its  vital  importance  must 
be  our  apology  for  thus  calling  it  at  length  to  your  attention. 

Hebronville  Crossing. 

At  the  very  beginning  of  our  official  duties  va  e found  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  grade  crossing  an  established  fact.  On  petition  of  the 
Directors  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Co.,  Geo.  W.  Wiggin, 
Augustus  P.  Martin  and  Charles  A.  Allen  were  by  the  Superior 
Court  appointed  a commission  to  determine  this  question.  They 
decided  “ that  alteration  in  the  Hebronville  crossing  at  South 
Main  street  and  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  in  the  town  of  Attle- 
borough, the  discontinuance  of  such  crossing  and  the  consi  ruction 
of  a new  way  in  substitution  therefore  are  necessary  for  the  secur- 
ity and  convenience  of  the  public.”  They  further  decided  that 
as  a substitute  for  said  crossing  a new  way  be  located,  and  set 
forth  the  boundaries  of  the  same  and  manner  of  construction. 
This  report,  with  its  plan  and  specifications  furnished,  as  we  are 
informed,  by  the  railroad  authorities,  determined  “that  all  of 
South  Main  street,  which  lies  within  the  location  of  the  railroad, 
except  such  part  thereof  as  is  necessary  for  the  construction  of  an 
overhead  bridge  for  foot  travel,  as  hereinafter  provided,  is  hereby 
discontinued  and  the  street  so  far  as  it  lies  within  the  location  of 
the  railroad,  shall  continue  to  be  a footway  only  upon  and  over 
the  bridge  thus  constructed.  Said  foot  bridge  shall  be  con- 
. structed  of  iron  or  steel  over  the  tracks  of  the  lailroad,  and  shall 
be  eight  feet  in  width  and  eighteen  feet  in  the  clear  above  the 
tracks  of  the  railroad.”  The  substituted  way  was  required  to  be 
constructed  as  follows,  to  wit : “It  shall  be  graded  to  a width  of 
forty  feet  at  the  grade  line  thereof,  as  above  specified,  and  shall 
be  finished  with  a dressing  of  gravel  of  eight  inches  in  depth.  It 
shall  have  a crown  in  the  centre  of  eight  inches  and  shall  be  suit- 
ably fenced  at  all  points  where  the  grade  of  the  way  is  two  or 
more  feet  above  the  level  of  the  adjacent  land.  Suitable  sidewalks, 
drains  and  culverts  shall  be  constructed  wherever  necessary  on 
said  way.” 
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For  the  substituted  way  land  was  taken  of  the  following  parties  : 
Hebronville  Church,  Geo.  A.  Dean,  Hebronville  Manufacturing 
Co.,  Andrew  J.  Goff,  William  W.  Read,  and  Hugh  A.  Smith. 

The  railroad  company  was  required  by  said  report  to  do  all 
the  work  and  furnish  all  the  material.  The  commissioners  con- 
clude their  report  as  follows:  “We  decide  that  the  Common- 
wealth shall  pay  twenty- five  (25)  per  cent,  of  the  whole  cost  of 
the  alterations,  including  the  cost  of  the  hearing  and  the  com- 
pensation of  the  Commissioners  and  Auditors  for  their  services 
and  their  expenses,  and  all  damages  including  those  mentioned 
in  Section  5 of  Chapter  428  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  and  as  amended 
by  Chapter  123  of  the  Acts  of  1891  ; and  thetown  of  Attleborough 
ten  (10)  per  cent,  thereof.” 

We  are  left  to  infer  that,  as  the  law  requires,  the  railroad 
company  will  pay  sixty-five  per  cent.  Thus  it  can  be  seen 
that  about  all  we  could  accomplish  in  the  interest  of  the  town 
was  to  settle  as  economically  as  possible  the  land  damages  occa- 
sioned thereby,  and  to  secure  in  the  town’s  behalf  what  little  of 
right  or  benefit  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  afforded.  It  will 
further  be  observed  that  the  railroad  company,  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  road  were  practically  their  own  supervisors,  and  were 
to  determine  as  they  claimed  the  suitableness  of  their  own  work. 

Although  on  account  of  the  grade  the  town  will  be  subject  to 
more  or  less  expense  in  repairing  the  road,  yet  as  a whole  the 
road  has  been  well  constructed  and  fenced,  and  is  provided  with 
a very  substantial  stone  culvert  and  railroad  bridge.  Without 
action  on  the  part  of  the  town,  under  the  law  the  road  is  now  a 
legal  highway.  The  claims  of  Andrew  J.  Goff,  William  W. 
Read  and  Hugh  A.  Smith  have  been  adjusted.  The  suit  of  the 
Hebron  Church  is  now  pending  in  court,  and  can  only  be 
adjusted  by  litigation  on  account  of  legal  questions  involved  It 
is  believed  that  all  the  remaining  claims  will  be  amicably  adjusted. 
Clarence  H.  Cooper,  Esq.,  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  of  Boston,  has  beenappointed  Auditor  of  Accounts, 
and  has  thus  far  allowed  claims  presented  by  the  railroad  of 
$37?3ocb  and  by  the  town  of  $2,000.  The  total  expense  to  the 
town  in  this  matter  cannot  now  be  given,  but  we  do  not  think  it 
will  exceed  $6,000. 
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Sewers. 


Of  equal,  if  not  of  greater  importance  than  the  highway  ques- 
tion, is  that  of  a sewerage  system  for  this  town.  The  town  can 
ill  afford  to  longer  continue  the  policy  of  considering  only  the 
needs  of  certain  localities  in  this  matter.  Ample  provisions  are 
made  under  the  law  for  the  adoption  of  a sewerage  system,  or  part 
of  a system,  and  the  work  ofcompletion  maj  be  annually  provided 
for,  progressing  each  year,  until  finally  a perfect  and  efficient 
system  shall  have  been  constructed.  The  gravity  of  this  question 
is  so  self-evident  that  it  needs  no  extended  comment  at  our  hands- 
We  earnestly  recommend  that  this  whole  question  of  a sewer  sys- 
tem be  this  year  submitted  to  a competent  and  thoroughly  effi- 
cient committee  to  report  its  consideration  to  a ffiture  town 
meeting. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  appropriations  were  made  for 
the  construction  of  sewers  on  Dean,  Pearl  and  Dunham  streets. 
After  complying  with  the  provisions-  of  the  law,  the  Selectmen 
voted  to  construct  sewers  on  said  streets,  as  follows  : On  Dean 

street  eleven  hundred  and  fifteen  feet,  extending  from  North  Main 
street  to  a point  nearly  opposite  the  residence  of  Charles  H. 
Wheeler. 

On  Pearl  street,  beginning  at  Union  street  and  extending  to  a 
point  one  hundred  feet  east  of  Pine  street. 

On  Dunham  street,  running  from  Union  street  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  feet,  to  a point  opposite  the  estate  of  Daniel  H. 
Smith. 

One-half  of  the  actual  cost  of  construction  in  each  case  was 
assessed  to  the  abutters,  according  to  the  frontage  of  their 
respective  estates  thereon. 

The  appropriations,  cost  of  construction  and  assessment  are  as 
follows  :

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Street  Lighting. 

While  the  water  and  sewer  systems  of  municipalities  are  per- 
haps the  two  most  weighty  questions  for  solution,  yet  at  the  same 
time,  their  consideration  ought  not  to  completely  overshadow  the 
necessities  of  the  other  town  departments.  We  have  already 
noted  that  systematic  work  and  proper  appropriations  must  be 
made  to  secure  a satisfactory  condition  of  our  highways,  and 
without  question,  in  the  near  future  the  town  must  consider  and  in 
some  manner  provide  for  the  lighting  of  our  streets. 

0 

Public  Building. 

Already  the  need  of  a public  building,  providing  ample  accom- 
modations for  the  different  town  departments,  town  meetings  and 
possibly  for  an  armory,  exists.  The  Selectmen,  Assessors  and 
Collector  of  Taxes,  to  the  annoyance  of  each  board  are  occupying 

one  room.  The  Collector  of  Taxes  should  have  a safe  and  con- 
* 

venient  room  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  his  department. 
These  several  offices,  on  account  of  their  crowded  condition  and 
arrangement  are  a great  deal  of  the  time  little  else  than  public 
reception  rooms,  in  which  it  is  almost  impossible  to  transact 
properly  the  town’s  business.  The  town  is  now  paying  for  offices 
in  the  building  owned  by  the  Attleborough  Saving  and  Loan 
Association  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  following  departments : Selectmen? 
Assessors,  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Water 
Commissioners,  Registrar  and  Superintendent  of  Water  Works, 
and  the  Public  Library. 

To  this  sum  may  be  added  the  rental  of  the  armory  of  six 
hundred  dollars,  four  hundred  dollars  of  which  is  refunded  by  the 
State.  This  rental  is  the  interest  on  nearly  seventeen  thousand 
dollars, ’and  is  an  important  factor  to  be  considered  in  connection 
with  the  question  of  erecting  a public  building.  We  do  not  feel 
justified  in  urging  immediate  attention  to  this  matter,  on  account 
of  the  present  financial  depression  and  other  more  important 
exigencies,  yet  this  subject  may  be  profitably  investigated. 

The  lease  of  Armory  Hall  expires  Jan.  ist,  1895,  and  it  will 
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be  necessary  for  the  town  to  make  arrangements  this  year,  for 
suitable  quarters  for  Co.  I.,  5th  Inf.  M.  V.  M. 


Fire  Department. 

This  department  having  been  assumed  during  the  past  year, 
its  needs  and  expenses  must  now  be  provided  by  the  town.  As 
nearly  as  we  can  determine  the  present  incidental  expenses  are  as 
follows  : Coal,  $180,  gas,  $150.  salaries,  $2,380,  horses,  $250,  bat- 
tery for  fire  alarm,  $100,  fire  police,  $100,  hook  and  ladder  con- 
veyance, $300,  Water,  $25,  making  a total  of  $3,415  ; other  in- 
cidental expenses  which  cannot  now  be  itemized  will  require  an 
appropriation  of  $3,550  to  meet  the  actual  expenses  of  maintain- 
ing this  department.  The  annual  interest  due,  on  outstanding 
notes  in  this  department  is  $450,  which  must  be  provided  for  by 
appropriation.  The  recommendation  of  the  purchase  of  1,500 
feet  cotton  hose,  made  in  report  of  the  Engineers  of  this  depart- 
ment, which  is  herewith  submitted,  we  approve  as  reasonable 
and  necessary.  The  South  Main  Street  Hose  House  is  now  in 
excellent  condition  for  service,  and  well  appointed  for  the  use  of 
the  members  of  the  department,  and  the  accommodation  of  the 
hose  company’s  horse. 

An  urgent  demand  exists  for  different  accommodations  for  the 
departmental  Union  Street  Hose  House.  The  building  was  not 
originally  properly  constructed  to  meet  the  then  future  needs  of 
the  town,  and  it  cannot  be  now  economically  altered.  To 
remodel  the  building  would  cost  nearly  as  much  as  a new  build- 
ing, and  it  would  not  then  be  satisfactory  for  the  department’s 
use.  We  earnestly  recommend  an  early  consideration  of  this 
matter,  and  believe  that  it  will  be  found  in  the  end  advisable  to 
sell  the  present  building,  and  erect  a commodious,  well  appointed 
and  economical  one  on  the  same  premises. 

The  act,  under  which  the  purchase  of  the  Fire  District  was 
made  (contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Statutes)  provides 
for  the  election  of  the  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  that  the 
care  and  custody  of  the  property  and  the  expenditure  of  the  money 
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•appropriated  for  the  department  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Selectmen.  Acts  of  1S93,  Chapter  69. 

We  believe  that  the  policy  which  obtains  in  the  Public 
Statutes  to  be  the  better  one,  viz  : That  the  Engineers  be 

appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  and  that  they  have  the  care  and 
custody  of  the  pioperty  of  the  department. 

We  cannot  agree,  however,  with  the  Engineers  in  their  report 
that  they  have  the  charge  of  the  expend  ture  of  money  appropri- 
ated. or  that  the  town  or  department  would  receive  any  benefit 
thereby.  On  the  contrary,  we  are  confident  that  the  best  interest 
of  the  department  demand,  that  it  should  at  all  times  be  under  a 
supervisory  board,  and  that  board  should  be  the  Selectmen. 

The  town  may  well  take  pride  in  having  a very  efficient  Fire 
Department,  which  has  in  the  past  rendered  excellent  service. 
Its  record  justifies  a generous  and  hearty  public  support. 

Water  Department. 

In  taking  by  purchase  the  franchise  of  the  Fire  District,  the 
town  has  taken  upon  itself  a new  and  very  important  department, 
the  condition  and  management  of  which  will  in  its  future  develop- 
ment require  constant  and  painstaking  consideration.  In  the 
year  of  1873  the  Attleborough  Water  Supply  District  was  in- 
corporated, comprising  the  inhabitants  within  the  radius  of  half  a 
mile  from  the  centre  of  the  depot.  This  corporation  rapidly 
developed  until  the  year  18S4,  when  it  was  purchased  by  Fire 
District  No.  One,  in  charge  of  which  it  has  been  up  to  the  time 
of  the  transfer  to  the  town.  Very  important  changes  in  the  source 
of  supply  and  extension  of  pipe  were  made  by  the  district  during 
the  last  year  of  its  posession,  so  that  at  the  present  time  the  Water 
Department  is  one  of  no  mean  proportions,  and  greater  care  in 
its  management  will  be  necessary  than  it  received  from  the 
District.  The  Commissioners,  Registrar  and  Superintendent 
have  submitted  in  detail  very  full  and  interesting  reports,  which 
the  voters  of  this  town  should  carefully  read  and  digest,  that  the 
town  may  judiciously  act  upon  the  matters  therein  submitted. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  that  there  is  already  a bonded 
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debt  of  $190,000.  The  officers  of  this  department  assert  that  the 
sinking  fund,  created  by  an  annual  addition  of  $3,500  will  at 
maturity  pay  this  debt.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  demands 
of  other  localities  must  be  heard  and  determined,  and  the  existing 
debt  thereby  largely  increased.  We  feel  justified  in  calling  to  the 
attention  of  the  voters  the  innovation  recommended  by  the  Com- 
missioners, viz  : That  the  town  should  pay  to  the  department 

forty  dollars  per  hydrant  for  service  and  that  by  so  doing  the  de- 
partment, with  the  receipts  placed  to  its  credit,  would  be  self- 
sustaining  and  even  be  able  to  pay  all  interest  and  the  annual  con- 
tribution to  the  sinking  fund.  If  the  town  should  adopt  this  rec- 
ommendation, an  additional  appropriation  of  $6,Soo  for  the  Fire 
Department  will  be  necessary,  and  it  should  be  insisted  that  all 
hydrants  should  be  maintained  by  the  Water  Department  in  a 
good  and  serviceable  condition  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires. 

The  advisability  of  limiting  the  annual  construction  account  in 
the  Water  Department,  except  in  special  instances,  is  well 
worthy  of  careful  consideration.  The  prevailing  custom  of  lay- 
ing water  pipes  wherever  a guaranty  of  five  per  cent,  on  the  cost 
of  construction  is  given,  results  in  rapidly  augmenting  the  water 
debt. 

The  claims  of  James  Orr  for  land  taken  and  for  alleged  dama- 
ges to  property  and  business,  for  the  sum  of  $25,000  still 
remains  unsettled.  Several  conferences  have  been  held  with 
Mr.  Orr,  but  we  could  not  accede  to  his  excessive  demands. 

By-Laws. 

Towns  may  make  for  the  following  named  purposes  in  addition 
to  other  purposes  authorized  by  law,  such  necessary  orders  and 
by-laws  not  repugnant  to  law  as  they  may  judge  most  conducive 
to  their  welfare  and  affix  penalties,  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
for  one  offence,  for  breach  thereof ; for  directing  and  managing 
the  prudential  affairs,  preserving  the  peace  and  good  order,  and 
maintaining  the  internal  police  thereof ; for  preventing  the  falling 
and  securing  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  roofs  of 
buildings  in  such  portions  of  their  limits  and  to  such  extent  as 
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they  may  deem  expedient ; tiie  penalty  for  violation  of  such  by- 
laws to  apply  to  the  owner  of  such  buildings  or  to  his  agents 
having  the  care  thereof ; for  requiring  owners  of  buildings  near 
the  line  of  streets  and  public  ways  to  erect  barriers  or  to  take 
other  suitable  measures  to  prevent  the  falling  of  snow  and  ice 
from  such  buildings  upon  persons  traveling  in  such  streets  and 
ways,  and  to  protect  such  persons  from  anv  other  damages  inci- 
dent to  the  maintenance,  occupation  or  use  of  such  buildings  ; 
for  the  inspection,  material,  construction,  alteration  or  use  of  all 
pipe  and  of  fixtures  through  which  water  is  used  within  said  town 
and  may  prohibit  the  use  of  such  water  by  persons  neglecting  or 
refusing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  such  by-laws  and  such 
by-laws  may  be  made  operative  within  the  whole  territory  of  such 
town  or  with  any  prescribed  or  defined  districts  of  said  territory- 
A town  may  regulate  by  by-laws  not  repugnant  to  law,  with 
penalties  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  each  violation  thereof,  the 
use  of  resorvoirs,  lands  and  driveways  appurtenant  thereto  form- 
ing a part  of  its  system  of  water  supply.  The  present  by-laws  of 
the  town  should  be  at  no  distant  day  thoroughly  revised.  Regu- 
lations are  especially  necessary  in  regard  to  the  use  and  care  of 
the  sidewalks  and  streets.  Since  the  constuction  of  concrete 
sidewalks  little  or  no  attention  is  paid  by  the  abbutters  to  the 
removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  sidewalks  to  the  positive  annoy- 
ance and  danger  of  the  traveling  public.  Again  the  sidewalks 
are  oftentimes  obstructed  with  merchandise,  and  the  streets  not 
only  regularly  rendered  almost  impassable  at  certain  points  by 
teams  standing  therein,  but  also  made  a dumping  ground  for 
refuse  and  decayed  matter.  The  National  Board  of  Underwriters 
have  recently  called  our  attention  to  the  fact,  that  public  safety 
demands  the  early  consideration  and  adoption  of  building  laws. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  a committee  be  appointed  to 
prepare  and  report  a new  code  of  by-laws. 

Soldiers’  Relief. 

To  the  credit  of  this  Commonwealth,  be  it  said  that  the  pledges 
made  to  her  brave  and  loyal  men  in  the  late  war  of  the  Rebellion 
have  never  been  forgotten.  No  state  in  the  Union  so  carefully 
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guards  today  their  interest  and  welfare  as  Massachusetts.  It  will 
be  observed  that  the  soldiers’  relief  account  far  exceeds  that  of 
any  previous  years,  and  to  intelligently  consider  this  matter  it  is 
necessary  to  understand  the  law  under  which  said  relief  must  be 
furnished , Chapter  279  of  the  Acts  of  1893  reads  as  follows  : 
“Whenever  any  person  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion  and  received  an  honor- 
able discharge  from  all  enlistments  therein,  and  who  has  a legal 
settlement  in  a city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  becomes, 
from  any  cause  except  his  own  criminal  or  wilful  misconduct, 
poor  and  entirely  or  in  part  unable  to  provide  maintenance  for 
himself,  his  wife  and  minor  children  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  or  a dependent  father  or  mother  ; or  whenever  such  a per- 
son has  died  and  left  a widow  or  such  minor  children,  or  such 
father  or  mother,  without  proper  means  of  support,  such  person, 
his  wife  or  widow  or  such  minor  children,  or  dependent  father  or 
mother,  shall  be  supported  wholly  or  in  part,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, by  the  city  or  town  in  which  they  or  either  of  them  have  a 
a legal  settlement.  Such  relief  shall  be  furnished  by  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  such  city  or  the  selectmen  of  such  town  at  the 
home  of  the  beneficiary,  or  at  such  other  place  as  they  may  deem 
right  and  proper.  But  no  beneficiary  shall  be  required  to  receive 
such  relief  at  any  almshouse  or  public  institution  unless  the 
physical  or  mental  condition  of  such  beneficiary  shall  require  it, 
or  unless  such  beneficiary  shall  choose  to  do  so  ; the  choice  to  be 
made,  in  case  of  a minor,  by  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such 
minor.  In  all  printed  reports  of  the  expenses  for  such  relief  by 
the  cities  and  towns  under  this  section  said  expenses  shall  be 
designated  as  soldiers’  relief.” 

Chapter  237  of  the  Acts  of  1893  provides  that,  “ It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  such  city,  or  the  selectmen  of 
such  town,  to  furnish  such  relief,  without  vote  of  the  city  council 
or  of  the  voters  of  such  town  authorizing  them  thereto.  If  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  or  the  selectmen  fail  to  furnish  such  relief, 
any  person  aggrieved  may  make  complaint  to  the  district  attorney 
of  the  district  in  which  such  city  or  town  is  situated,  who  shall 
forthwith  notify  said  officials  that  complaint  has  been  made  to 
him,  which  notice,  in  the  case  of  cities  shall  be  sufficient  if  deliv- 
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ered  to  the  mayor,  and  in  the  case  of  towns  if  delivered 
to  a majoritory  of  the  selectmen.  And  if  the  case  is  one 
proper  for  the  granting  of  relief  under  said  act,  and  said  select- 
men or  said  mayor  and  aldermen  fail  to  grant  such  relief  within 
ten  days  after  notice  from  the  district  attorney,  as  aforesaid,  said 
selectmen  so  notified  and  said  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  severally 
be  liable  to  a penalty  of  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and 
not  less  than  twenty  dollars,  and  the  district  attorney  shall  forth- 
with, upon  the  expiration  of  ten  days,  institute  proceedings  for 
the  enforcement  of  such  penalty.” 

Thus  it  appears  that  this  relief  is  obligatory  upon  towns  and  to 
secure  the  fulfilment  of  the  obligations,  the  selectmen  are  rend- 
ered liable  in  case  such  relief  is  not  given  to  a penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars.  While  perhaps,  it  is  not  for  11s  to  question  the 
wisdom  of  enacting  the  last  Act  cited,  we  are  free  to  say  that 
while  its  provisions  have  in  nowise  influenced  our  actions 
in  furnishing  this  relief,  we  sincerely  believe  in  and  have  endeav- 
ored to  conscientiously  observe  the  provisions  of  the  law  above 
set  forth.  The  soldier  of ’61  is  now  the  old  soldier,  and  in  very 
many  instances  assistance  and  relief  is  absolutely  necessary.  Each 
case  has  been  carefully  investigated  and  but  few  instances  of 
imposition  have  been  found.  We  believe  that  if  any  class  of 
citizens  deserve  attention  in  this  manner,  in  these  peculiarly  hard 
times,  it  is  the  men  vi\\o  gave  relief  to  their  country  in  the  dark- 
est hours  of  her  history. 

It  has  been  our  desire  and  earnest  effort  to  submit  to  the  inhab- 
itants this  report  early  in  February,  but  it  has  been  an  actual 
impossibility.  With  this  object  in  view,  we  addressed  a circular 
in  December  to  the  several  departments  of  the  town,  requesting 
that  their  reports  be  given  to  us  by  January  10th,  1894.  One  or 
two  of  the  reports  were  received  on  that  date  but  not  until  the  end 
of  that  month  were  we  able  to  hand  the  balance  ot  the  reports  to 
the  printers,  causing  a corresponding  delay  in  the  publication. 

There  have  been  held  during  the  last  year  fifty-two  regular  and 
six  special  meetings  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  at  which  a large 
amount  of  business  has  been  transacted. 

The  duties  of  selectmen,  since  the  purchase  of  the  franchise  of 
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the  Fire  District  have  nearly  doubled,  and  demand  almost  con- 
stant attention.  We  regard  ourselves  as  especially  fortunate  in 
securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Edward  A.  Sweeney  as  clerk  of  the 
board.  He  has  kept  a correct  and  carefully  extended  record  of 
all  transactions,  and  rendeied  efficient  and  invaluable  services  as 
an  assistant.  His  work  has  been  arduous,  requiring  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  all  the  town  departments,  and  it  has  at  all  times 
been  cheerfully  and  very  efficiently  performed.  We  sincerely  regret 
that,  as  compensation  for  these  valuable  services,  we  are  obliged 
to  offer  the  small  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  (a  mere 
bagatelle)  voted  by  the  town.  While  the  duty  of  selectmen  in 
rendering  an  annual  report  may  require  simply  a correct  statement 
of  receipts  and  expenditures,  yet  we  trust  that  it  is  not  inappro- 
priate to  concisely  explain  the  account,  and  to  call  to  the  attention 
of  the  voters  such  salient  matters  as  in  our  opinion  demand 
consideration.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  appropriation  for  the  current  and 
incidental  account  of  this  year  is  $6,800,  and  the  over  expendi- 
ture is  $2,315.20.  This  fact  requires  explanation.  A careful  ex- 
amination of  this  account,  which  is  given  in  full  detail,  with 
every  payment  set  forth,  will  disclose  the  character  of  the  many 
different  claims  which  it  has  to  provide  for  and  pay.  This  account, 
in  its  application,  is  a general  one,  providing  for  the  payment  of 
all  claims  against  the  town,  for  which  neither  special  nor  general 
appropriations  are  made.  In  other  words,  if  the  town  fails  to 
make  a sufficient  appropriation  for  this  account,  or  to  provide  for 
certain  matters  which  actually  demand  a special  appropriation, 
then  of  necessity  this  account  must  be  overdrawn.  The  exact 
amount  necessary  for  this  account  cannot  be  correctly  estimated 
on  account  of  its  miscellaneous  character.  But  it  seems  to  us  that 
it  is  possible  to  more  nearly  approximate  a basis  of  appropriation 
than  that  which  was  voted  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting.  Let 
us  examine  the  facts.  The  appropriation  for  this  account  in  1892 
was  $6,900,  and  in  that  year  was  overdrawn  to  the  amount  of 
$714.32  In  other  words  nearly  $8, 000  was  needed  that  year  to 
meet  the  demands  of  that  department. 

With  these  facts  in  their  possession,  the  committee  of  fifteen 
recommended  a reduction  of  one  hundred  dollars  in  the  appropri- 
ation for  1893,  and  the  town  voted  the  sum  of  $6, Soo.  In  so  doing 
the  town  accepted  the  responsibility  of  an  overdrawn  account  and 
it  could  not  be  avoided.  Even  though  no  appropriations  are  made 
all  legal  claims  must  be  paid.  Examine  the  items.  The  salaries  and 
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patrol  service  are  established  by  vote  of  the  town,  and  in  the 
aggregate  amount  to  $4,255.90,  leaving  the  sum  of  $2,544. 10 
with  which  to  pay  the  contingent  and  incidental  expenses  of  this 
account.  The  Soldiers  Relief  item  of  $1,35 1.76  alone  consumed 
more  than  half  of  this  balance  and  exceeded  the  previous  year  by 
$807.70.  If  it  is  thought  that  this  item  is  too  large  and  an  un- 
necessary burden,  an  examination  of  the  laws  in  relation  thereto 
(which  we  have  above  fully  cited)  will  show  that  it  can  only  be 
avoided  by  a repeal  of  those  laws,  or  by  a return  to  the  national 
prosperity  of  former  years. 

Again,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  current  and  incidental 
account  pays  for  all  the  office  supplies  and  books  for  the  Town 
Clerk,  Assessors  and  Collectors,  and  the  entire  printing  bill  for  a 
majority  of  the  departments.  Out  of  this  account  must  also  be 
paid  the  bills  for  surveying,  service  of  officers,  town  meeting  ex- 
penses, and  the  many  other  items  set  forth  in  the  above  account, 
all  of  which  in  the  aggregate  are  an  unknown  quantity,  and  in 
considering  an  appropriation  therefor  can  only  at  best  be 
estimated. 

In  1892  an  appropriation  of  $500  was  made  for  the  numbering 
of  houses,  and  only  $58.75  of  this  appropriation  expended  in  that 
year,  the  balance  of  the  appropriation,  by  vote  of  the  town,  being 
at  the  end  of  the  year  turned  into  the  treasury.  Consequently  the 
current  and  incidental  account  of  this  year  without  any  appropri- 
ation therefor,  paid  in  January  the  balance  of  this  bill  amounting 
to  $327.10. 

After  a careful  examination  of  the  items  of  this  account,  and  a 
full  consideration  of  all  the  facts  in  relation  to  the  same,  the  im- 
partial voter  will,  we  trust,  conclude  with  us,  that  this  overdraft 
has  been  unavoidable. 

We  recommend  a special  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  the 
Soldiers’  Relief  account  the  ensuing  year.

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HIGHWAYS. 

In  the  Highway  Department,  after  the  scraping  and  raking  of 
the  roads,  the  first  matter  to  receive  attention  was  the  condition 
of  the  hills  of  the  town.  Many  of  these  were  found  in  a some- 
what dangerous  condition  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  gutters  having 
become  filled,  the  water  had  gullied  into  the  middle  of  the  road. 
County  road  just  below  the  Poor  Farm  was  one  of  these,  while  the 
hill  on  the  Valley  Road  in  the  west  part  of  the  town  had  a trench 
washed  out  two  to  four  feet  deep  and  several  hundred  feet  long 
This  hill  has  caused  considerable  trouble  and  expense  for  several 
years  by  reason  of  these  washouts.  Probably  this  hill  is  as  steep 
and  long  as  any  in  town  and  it  is  of  a very  loose  sand  that  washes 
easily,  while  about  a third  of  the  way  up  the  hill  it  receives  the 
wash  from  a large  area  of  woodland. 

The  method  adopted  for  repairing  this  hill,  while  simple,  was 
entirely  different  from  the  way  it  has  previously  been  repaired. 
The  washout  having  been  partially  filled  with  stones  and  gravel, 
hard  pan  was  placed  in  the  gutter  nearly  to  grade,  when  sods  of 
any  size  and  shape  were  used  to  complete  the  gutter.  Then  at 
the  point  where  the  wash  of  the  woodland  entered  the  road  a 
breakwater  was  built  and  above  this  a gutter  was  paved  across 
the  road  so  that  where  all  the  water  was  formerly  allowed  to  run 
down  the  hill  in  the  gutter  a part  is  now  carried  directly  across 
the  road  in  a paved  gutter  and  at  once  discharged  onto  woodland 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road.  I have  referred  at  length  to  this 
matter  in  order  to  call  attention  more  particularly  to  the  method 
of  using  grass  gutters  for  hills. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  meet  (at  the  meetings  of  the 
Massachusetts  Highway  Association)  superintendents  from  all 
over  the  state  and  I find  it  the  general  opinion  that  grass  gutters 
are  far  more  effectual  on  hills  than  even  paved  gutters.  The 
most  dangerous  places  on  our  roads  are  generally  due  to  washouts 
on  the  hills  but  if  those  who  have  charge  of  highways  will  take 
care  to  first  furnish  good  gutters  with  frequent  opportunities  for 
discharging  onto  the  land  adjacent  to  the  road  whenever  possi" 
ble,  and  then  keep  the  road-bed  well  crowned  above  the  gutters, 
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he  cost  of  repairs  as  well  as  the  danger  of  accident  will  be  reduced 
to  a minimum. 

The  special  appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars  made  for  a cross- 
walk from  the  post  office  to  County  Street  having  been  covered 
back  into  the  treasury  the  first  of  January,^,  in  accordance  with 
the  vote  of  the  town,  it  was  necessary  that  the  cost  should  be  paid 
from  the  regular  appropriation.  Instead  of  round  cobble  stones , 
granite  paving  blocks  were  purchased  (at  a cost  of  $55*9°)  anc^ 
used  between  the  large  granite  cross-walk  stones.  The  entire 
cost  of  the  crosswalk  and  paving  was  $154.06. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  a crosswalk  was  laid 
across  Pleasant  Street  opposite  the  south  sidewalk  of  Holman 
street.  At  this  place  concrete  was  used  between  the  granite 
crosswalk  stones,  making  a better  crosswalk  than  when  paving 
stones  are  used  and  having  the  advantage  of  being  less  expensive 
in  the  first  cost. 

During  the  month  of  May  all  of  the  catch  basins  in  town  (in- 
cluding those  in  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville)  were  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  in  November  all  which  required  it  were  again  cleaned. 
This  item  of  care  of  the  sewers  and  catch  basins  is  one  that 
should  not  be  lost  sight  of  in  making  the  annual  appropriation 
for  the  highways.  The  catch  basins  must  be  cleaned  promptly 
when  necessary ; not  only  as  a sanitary  measure,  but  to  prevent 
the  sand  from  washing  into  the  sewers  and  causing  stoppages 
which  might  entirely  fill  the  smaller  sewers  and  render 
them  useless.  As  the  sewers  are  being  extended  this  work  will 
cost  more  each  year. 

For  the  repair  of  the  streets  in  the  village  of  Attleborough  two 
kinds  of  gravel  were  used.  Both  were  made  up  almost  entirely 
of  small  stones,  but  the  first  contained  a small  amount  of  hard 
pan  while  the  second  contained  a small  amount  of  coarse  sand. 
So  far  as  I am  able  to  judge  from  the  short  time  they  have  been 
in  use  both  will  make  a hard  road  that  will  not  rut  up  easily,  but 
the  one  containing  the  sand  will  probably  make  the  drier  road 
and  therefore  wear  the  longer  on  our  roads  having  flat  grades, 
while  on  a road  of,  say  four  per  cent,  grade,  like  County  Street 
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hill  that  containing  a little  hard  pan  would  be  less  liable  to  wash 
in  heavy  rains  and  by  draining  quickly  would  wear  well. 

As  the  principal  streets  of  the  village  have  such  slight  grades, 
special  attention  must  be  given  to  the  following  requirements  or 
else  muddy  and  rutted  streets  are  sure  to  result : 

ist.  Paved  gutters  in  order  to  properly  remove  rain  water 
and  keep  the  proper  grade. 

2D.  The  road  bed  to  be  built  of  course  stony  gravel. 

3D.  The  round  should  be  well  crowned  without  shoulders  so 
as  to  quickly  shed  water  into  the  gutters. 

4TH.  Continual  repairs  of  small  holes  and  defects. 

The  Highway  Department  being  allowed  the  use  each  day  of  one 
of  the  two  horses  purchased  for  the  Fire  Department,  Wm.  An- 
nis  was  employed  by  the  year  and  has  kept  constantly  at  work  on 
the  streets  repairing  small  defects,  cleaning  gutters,  crosswalks, 
etc.,  and  I think  the  work  done  by  him  has  given  as  good  results 
for  the  money  as  any  work  done  on  the  roads,  the  important  feature 
is  the  fact  that  he  has  done  a kind  of  work  that  is  often  neglected 
under  the.  common  method  of  road  building  and  repairing, 
although  the  need  of  such  work  has  often  been  very  apparent. 

The  City  of  Newton  a few  years  ago  tried  the  experiment  of 
giving  of  a few  men  each  a small  district  in  which  they  were  to 
do  the  small  repairs,  clean  gutters,  &c.  The  experiment  has 
proven  so  successful  that  the  system  has  been  greatly  extended  so 
as  to  cover  nearly  if  not  all  the  city. 

If  it  is  deemed  advisable  for  the  town  to  purchase  two  additional 
horses  for  the  Fire  Department  another  man  could  certainly  be 
employed  to  advantage  by  the  Highway  Department  by  the  year. 

BRIDGES. 

In  the  repair  of  bridges,  Mechanics  Street  Bridge  and  Thacher 
Street  Bridge  were  replanked.  County  Street  Bridge  was  partially 
replauked  while  several  other  bridges  were  either  partially  planked 
or  patched.  Several  of  the  bridges  that  were  either  built  or  par- 
tially rebuilt  at  the  time  of  the  flood  in  1886  will  need  replanking 
during  1894. 

Among  these  are  the  bridge  over  Ten  Mile  river  below  Dodge- 
ville  and  the  bridge  on  County  Street  near  the  Rhode  Island  line* 
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The  bridge  over  Seven  Mile  River  near  the  pumping  station  should 
be  replaced  by  a new  one.  The  present  bridge  at  this  place  con- 
sists of  a few  light  chestnut  logs  on  which  the  planking  is  sup- 
ported  which  is  nearly  worn  out. 

It  is  surprising  that  the  bridge  has  not  broken  through  with 
some  of  the  loads  that  have  been  over  it  in  the  last  two  vears.  A 

J 

bridge  like  the  one  built  last  year  on  Maple  Street  can  be  built 
for  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  ($150)  dollars  provided  no  change 
is  made  in  the  abutments. 

The  matter  of  a bridge  at  Mechanics  Street  was  considered  in 
a report  made  last  August  when  it  was  shown  that  a stone 
bridge  at  this  location  would  be  expensive  and  probably  not 
advisable. 

Therefore  the  other  alternatives  are  to  either  build  an  iron  or  a 
wooden  bridge.  Probably  a wooden  bridge  could  be  built  for 
about  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars  or  half  the  amount  appropriated, 
(which  was  $1,000),  while  an  iron  bridge  was  estimated  to  cost 
eighteen  hundred  ($1,800)  dollars.  Of  course  in  both  the  iron 
and  wooden  bridges  the  floor  is  the  same,  that  is,  of  wood  so  that 
the  only  advantage  of  iron  over  the  wood  is  the  fact  that  the 
iron  trusses  and  floor  timbers  will  not  rot. 

It  has  recently  been  brought  to  my  attention  that  there  is  a 
process  of  treating  wood  by  which  it  is  claimed  the  decay  of  the 
wood  is  prevented.  This  process  consists  of  impregnating  the 
wood  with  a solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury  commonly  called 
corrosive  sublimate  and  this  process  known  as  kyanizing  has  been 
in  use  by  a private  company — “The  Proprietors  of  the  Locks  and 
Canals  on  Merrimack  River” — since  1S40  and  has  given  good 
results.  For  instance  it  is  stated  that  the  Pawtucket  Street  Bridge 
over  the  Northern  canal,  Lowell,  Mass.,  built  in  1S49,  °f  kyan- 
ized  northern  pine  is  in  good  condition  to-day  after  forty-four 
years’  constant  use,  and  has  had  but  few  repairs  except  to  be  re- 
planked as  needed.  Recently  opportunity  has  been  afforded  the 
general  public  to  secure  kyanized  lumber  by  a firm  who  have  built  a 
large  plant  for  this  purpose  and,  in  fact  Mr.  Arthur  B.  Carpenter 
of  this  town  has  during  the  past  season  built  a bridge  with  kyan- 
ized spruce  over  the  Ten  Mile  River  on  his  land  near  South  Main 
Street.  As  kyanized  spruce  can  be  delivered  here  for  from  $26 
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t°  $30  per  thousand,  I recommend  that  it  be  tried  in  the  rebuild- 
ing and  repairing  of  our  bridges  during  the  coming  year. 

During  the  summer  the  brush  and  limbs  of  trees  on  the  roads 
outside  the  villages  were  cut  back  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  car- 
riage travel.  About  one  hundred  dollars  was  spent  for  this  pur- 
pose and  while  the  work  was  not  completed  as  well  as  it  would 
have  been  it  we  could  have  spared  more  money  for  this  purpose 
yet  a great  change  was  made  in  the  appearance  and  condition  of 
many  of  our  roads,  especially  in  the  east  part  of  the  town.  This 
is  a matter  that  should  receive  attention  every  year.  If  the  brush 
is  once  cut  back  to  the  walls  it  will  not  cost  much  each  year  to  keep 
it  down  while  the  roads  will  be  drier  and  better  in  many  ways. 

At  the  time  the  electric  on  North  Main  street  was  relaid  and 
pave  d he  Selectmen  requested  that  the  gutters  next  to  the  rail 
(outside  the  width  to  be  paved  by  the  electric  road)  be  paved 
with  granite  blocks  and  the  additional  expense  paid  by  the  high- 
way department.  This  cost  $148.28. 

I have  spent  a considerable  sum  of  money  this  year  in  building 
and  repairing  fences  and  guard  rails  next  to  dangerous  places 
along  the  roads.  Several  hundred  feet  of  fence  has  been  built 
this  last  season  along  the  Washington  Street  Turnpike  and 
several  hundred  feet  more  should  be  built  next  year. 

This  is  a matter  that  should  not  be  neglected  by  the  town  as  the 
Statutes  not  only  require  these  guard  rails  and  fences  to  be  main- 
tained in  dangerous  places  but  also  provide  that  heavy  fines  or 
damages  shall  be  assessed  in  case  accidents  occur  by  reason  of 
negligence  in  providing  these  rails  or  fences. 

In  making  an  appropriation  for  the  coming  season  it  should  be 
kept  in  mind  that  for  several  years  little  if  any  work  has  been 
done  on  a great  many  miles  of  our  country  roads  while  the  annual 
appropriations  have  been  spent  on  the  streets  of  the  villages. 
The  way  these  country  roads  have  worn  speaks  well  for  the 
builders  and  the  material  they  used,  but  money  must  be  spent  on 
them  soon.  The  Bearswamp  Road  in  particular  is  in  a condition 
where  it  needs  a coating  of  gravel.  In  making  the  appropriation 
for  this  department,  I recommend  that  the  same  amount  be  raised 
by  taxation  as  was  appropriated  last  year  viz.  five  thousand 
($5,000)  dollars  and  that  to  this  be  added  the  special  appropria- 
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tion  of  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars  which  was  raised  last  year 
for  the  Mechanics  Street  Bridge  and  that  this  bridge  be  built  from 
the  general  highway  appropriation. 

MACADAMIZED  ROAD. 


In  undertaking  to  build  a macadamized  road  it  was  supposed  that 
there  would  be  no  trouble  in  obtaining  crushed  stone  for  this  pur- 
pose by  rail  at  a reasonable  price.  For  instance  the  Massachusetts 
Broken  Stone  Co.,  having  extensive  quarries  and  crushers  in  Salem 
and  Waltham  ; deliver  crushed  stone  by  rail,  freight  paid,  in 
Springfield,  Mass.,  for  $1.30  per  ton. 

After  spending  several  weeks  in  attempting  to  get  a satisfactory 
freight  rate  from  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R.  Co.,  we  were 
obliged  to  give  up  this  idea,  as  the  best  rate  they  would  quote 
would  make  the  price  of  the  stone  from  Salem  $3.25  per  ton  and 
from  Waltham  $2.75  per  ton,  although  they  stated  that  if  a 
quarry  were  to  be  located  on  their  road  they  would  make  their 
rates  much  lower.  It  being  evident  tha:  the  stone  must  be  crushed 
in  the  town,  if  a road  was  to  be  built,  an  examination  was  made 
for  available  stone  of  a suitable  quality,  with  the  result  that  it  was 
decided  to  locate  a crusher  near  the  ledge  of  R.  D.  Manchester  on 
County  Street,  he  having  offered,  the  town  the  stone  contained  in 
two  large  conglomerate  boulders  located  on  his  land.  A contract 
was  made  with  the  Massachusetts  Broken  Stone  Co.,  whereby 
they  agreed  to  set  up  and  run  a crusher  plant  and  furnish  the 
town  crushed  stone  at  $1.40  per  ton,  the  town  to  furnish  the 
ledge  and  water  for  the  boilers. 

Bids  were  then  invited  from  road  builders  for  the  macadam- 
izing of  Bank  Street  in  accordance  with  specifications  which  had 
been  prepared. 

The  contractors  were  to  purchase  the  stone  at  the  price  men- 
tioned above,  deliver  the  same  on  the  road  and  properly  build 
and  roll  the  road,  first  having  removed  all  surplus  dirt. 

Two  bids  were  received,  one  from  McClintock  & Woodfall, 
of  Boston,  Mass.,  at  $1.00  per  square  yard,  and  one  from  S.  E. 
Luther,  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  at  $1.40  per  square  yard.  The 
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contract  was  awarded  toMcClintock  & Woodfall,  and  they  did  the 
work  in  a most  satisfactory  manner,  although  they  were  greatly 
delayed  at  a considerable  expense  to  themselves  because  the  stone 
could  not  be  delivered  to  them  as  fast  as  they  had  expected.  This 
was  not  due  to  any  fault  of  the  persons  running  the  crusher,  but  was 
caused  by  the  fact  that  the  stone  which  it  had  been  our  intention 
to  use  proved  to  be  of  a poor  quality  when  the  ledge  was  opened. 
That  is  the  matrix  or  cementing  material  of  the  pudding  stone 
was  not  as  hard  as  the  pebbles  of  the  stone,  so  that  the  pebble  be- 
came loosened,  instead  of  the  stone  breaking  into  angular  pieces, 
as  is  generally  the  case. 

The  Broken  Stone  Co.  had  expected  to  get  several  hundred 
tons  of  stone  crushed  before  the  steam  roller  began  work,  but 
when  they  were  obliged  to  abandon  the  first  ledge  this  advantage 
was  lost  and  the  amount  of  road  constructed  each  day  was  limited 
by  the  production  of  the  crusher.  Both  the  Broken  Stone  Co. 
and  McClintock  & Woodfall  worked  energetically  and  without 
complaint  to  overcome  the  difficulties  that  presented  themselves. 
The  stone  of  good  quality  being  exhausted  before  the  road  was 
quite  finished  it  was  considered  advisable,  by  the  Selectmen  and 
myself,  to  top  dress  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  the  lower 
end  of  Bank  Street  with  trap  rock  from  Waltham,  thus  giving  an 
opportunity  to  compare  trap  rock  with  conglomerate.  The  act- 
ual cost  of  macadamizing  Bank  Street  is  covered  in  these  three 
items  : — 

R.  D.  Manchester — stone  $100.00 

McClintock  & Woodfall — contract  2,888.64 

N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R. — freight  229.46 

$3,2iS.io 

The  other  items  cover  work  incidental  to  repairing  the  street, 
but  not  a part  of  the  macadamized  road,  such  as  J.  Kelley’s  bill 
for  cutting  driveways  in  the  curbstones,  Crosby  & Manchester’s 
bills  for  paving  gutters,  Fales’  bill  for  raising  manholes,  and 
Gifford’s  bill,  to  the  amount  of  $112.64,  for  water  pipes  to  the 
crusher.  This  water  pipe  the  town  now  has  on  hand  available 
for  any  future  work. 
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The  balance  of  Gifford’s  bill,  $19.27,  is  for  laying  sewer  con- 
nections to  the  sidewalk  line  for  two  houses  now  not  connected, 
and  this  amount  should  be  repaid  to  the  town  by  the  abutters 
when  use  is  made  of  the  sewer  connections. 

It  is  evident  from  the  results  obtained  on  Bank  street  that 
crushed  stone  and  steam  rolling  are  the  materials  and  method  by 
which  the  best  results  are  to  be  obtained  in  our  road  building. 
How  to  secure  these  in  the  most  economical  manner  seems  to  be 
the  question  to  decide. 

At  first  thought  it  would  seem  that  it  would  be  cheaper  for  the 
town  to  own  a crusher  and  roller,  than  to  hire  them,  but  I think 
a study  of  estimates  of  cost  in  each  case  indicate  that  for  the 
present  at  least  it  will  be  better  to  hire  them. 

There  are  three  ways  of  obtaining  crushed  stone  : 

1st.  By  rail. 

2d.  From  a crusher  set  near  the  centre  of  the  town  where 
field  stone  is  crushed. 

3d.  From  a crusher  set  near  a ledge,  where  ledge  stone  is 
crushed. 

In  the  first  instance  the  freight  rate  at  the  present  time  is  pro- 
hibitory, but  the  road  question  is  sure  to  develop  rapidly,  and  it 
is  extremely  probable  that  a quarry  may  be  opened  near  enough 
to  Attleborough  so  that  stone  for  $1.50  or  even  $1.30  per  ton  can 
be  obtained. 

The  location  of  the  freight  tracks  in  the  centre  of  the  town  is 
very  favorable  for  an  economical  delivery  of  the  stone  on  the 
streets,  while  stone  could  also  be  delivered  in  Hebronville  and 
Dodgeville  when  roads  are  built  there. 

Again,  it  is  possible  that  electric  roads  may  be  used  for  trans- 
porting freight. 

The  plan  of  locating  a crusher  near  the  centre  and  using  field 
stone  has  the  advantage  of  furnishing  labor  for  the  farmers.  But 
experience  shows  that  almost  invariably  this  plan  works  to  the 
disadvantage  of  the  town  in  the  long  run,  because  field  stone  are 
of  such  different  degrees  of  hardness  that  the  road,  being  built  of 
both  hard  and  soft  stones,  soon  wears  unevenly,  resulting  in  holes 
and  ruts.  The  adjoining  town  of  Cumberland,  which  has  already 
macadamized  several  miles  of  her  main  roads,  has  had  this  ex- 
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perience,  and  I am  informed  that  they  have  now  removed  their 
crnsher  to  a ledge,  from  which  they  freight  their  stone  by  rail  to 
the  nearest  station  and  then  team  it  to  the  road.  Pawtucket  i 
also  looking  for  a ledge  with  a view  to  abandoning  field  stones- 
Experienced  road  builders  place  great  importance  on  the  quality 
of  hardness  of  the  stone  used  for  road  metal,  trap  rock  being  con- 
sidered the  best,  while  a good  conglomerate  ranks  next. 

Under  the  third  plan,  when  a crusher  is  located  at  a ledge  the 
quality  of  the  stone  selected  will,  of  course,  be  of  the  best  that 
can  be  found  in  this  vicinity. 

About  the  time  work  was  finished  on  Bank  street  a ledge  was 
found  and  examined,  which  is  located  about  eleven  hundred  feet 
west  of  the  present  location  of  the  crusher,  or  just  back  of  the 
Macdonald  farm.  The  rock  has  an  elevation  at  the  top  of  about 
seventy-two  (72)  feet  above  the  the  ground  at  the  bottom  of  the 
exposed  face  of  the  rock,  and  almost  the  entire  face  is  free  from 
dirt,  while  the  ledge  is  located  near  a small  pond  from  which  a 
supply  of  water  for  the  boilers,  etc.,  can  be  pumped  both  summer 
and  winter.  A blast  was  placed  in  this  ledge  and  the  rock  blown 
out  is  of  a good  quality  of  conglomerate. 

The  Mass.  Broken  Stone  Co.  have  offered  to  move  their  crusher 
boiler  and  bins  to  this  location,  and  quarry  and  crush  the  stone 
for  the  same  price  paid  them  last  season,  which  is  $1.40  per  ton 
for  crushing  and  ten  cents  per  ton  for  elevating  into  bins  for  load- 
ng  by  gravity.  Possibly  it  might  cost  a little  more  to  cart  on  to 
ithe  streets  from  this  location  than  was  paid  last  year.  Forty  cents 
per  ton  was  the  price  paid  last  year,  and  probably  fifty  cents  per 
ton  would  cover  the  cost  for  next  year,  or  a total  cost  of  $2 
per  ton  delivered  on  the  road. 

Assuming  now  that  the  town  will  use  1,800  tons  next  year  the 
cost  at  the  crusher  in  the  bins,  under  this  arrangement,  would  be 
$2,700. 

I estimate  that  if  the  town  were  to  buy  a crusher  the  cost  for 
the  first  year  would  be  about  as  follows  : 

Quarrying  and  crushing  i,Soo  tons  at 

$1.10,  $1,980  00 

Interest,  depreciation  and  repairs  on  cost 

of  plant,  15%  on  $4,500,  675  00 

$2,655  00 
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It  is  quite  likely  that  after  a while  we  might  be  able  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  quarrying  and  crushing  ten  or  twenty  cents  per  ton 
from  the  rate  estimated  above,  but  it  is  also  to  be  remembered 
that  if  the  town  works  the  quarry  and  crusher  it  assumes  a liability 
in  case  of  accident  which  it  would  not  be  liable  for  under  a con- 
tract with  other  parties.  Again,  if  for  any  reason  the  crusher 
were  not  used  in  any  year  after  it  was  purchased  the  item  of  in- 
terest and  depreciation  would  be  a dead  loss  to  the  town.  Of 
course  if  the  amount  of  stone  to  be  used  should  amount  to  three 
or  four  thousand  tons  per  year  it  would  then  pay  to  buy  the  plant, 
but  for  the  limited  amount  of  work  in  this  line  that  the  town  will 
probably  do  for  a year  or  two,  I believe  it  advisable  to  buy  the 
stone  as  suggested  above,  thus  leaving  the  town  free  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  any  more  favorable  plan  of  obtaining  stone. 

In  the  matter  of  a steam  roller,  it  is  undoubtedly  true  that  a 
roller  would  help  all  of  our  streets  to  some  extent,  if  run  over 
them  in  connection  with  the  scraper  in  the  early  part  of  the 
season,  but  it  costs  money  to  run  the  roller  even  if  the  town  owns 
it,  and  as  the  general  highway  appropriation  is  limited,  I think 
there  is  use  for  it  all  to  good  advantage  in  other  ways. 

In  building  the  macadamized  road  one  hundred  tons  of  stone  per 
day  should  be  laid,  but  assuming  that  but  sixty  tons  per  day  were 
laid,  it  would  then  take  thirty  days  to  put  down  eighteen  hundred 
tons,  and  if  the  roller  were  hired  at  fifteen  dollars  ($15)  per 
day  (the  price  charged)  this  would  cost  $450  and  would  cover 
the  entire  cost  except  the  cost  of  freighting  the  roller  here,  which 
should  not  be  very  large. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  town  buys  a roller,  we  have  the  item 
of  interest,  depreciation  and  repairs,  15%  on  cost  of  $3, 000  equal  to 
$450,  while  we  would  also  have  to  buy  coal,  hire  an  engineer 
and  furnish  a suitable  place  in  which  to  keep  the  roller. 

Thus  it  is  evident  that  for  a small  piece  of  road  it  is  cheaper  to 
hire  the  roller  than  to  own  it,  provided,  of  course,  that  we  can 
hire  one  when  we  want  it. 

In  making  an  appropriation  for  macadamizing  it  should  be 
kept  in  mind  that  the  main  streets  of  the  village  which  will  prob- 
ably be  the  first  to  be  macadamized  are  wider  than  Bank  Street, 
and  also  that  on  these  streets  it  is  desirable  that  a somewhat  greater 
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length  should  be  done  than  was  done  on  Bank  Street.  Also  that 
it  will  be  necessary  to  either  purchase  land  or  the  right  to  use  the 
stone  at  the  ledge  referred  to  above. 

Therefore  I recommend  an  appropriation  ot  not  less  than  five 
thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  in  case  the  town  desires  to  build  a 
macadamized  road  in  1S94. 


SIDEWALKS. 

The  permanent  improvement  of  the  sidewalks  during  the  past 
season  has  been  : 

South  Main  Street,  west  side,  concreted  and  curbed  from  Park 
Street  to  the  railroad. 

North  Main  Street,  west  side,  curbed  front  of  Dr.  J.  R.  Bron- 
son’s, and  concreted  from  concrete  laid  last  year  on  County  Street 
to  Crandall’s  block  on  North  Main  Street. 

North  Main  Street,  east  side,  fence  of  Peck  heirs  reset  and  con- 
crete laid  from  Dr.  J.  M.  Solomon’s  to  Academy  Street. 

Park  Street,  south  side,  curbed  and  concreted  from  the  railroad 
to  Union  Street. 

County  Street,  south  side,  curbing  extended  from  front  of  resi- 
dence of  Dr.  E.  Sanford  to  County  Street  Bridge. 

The  gutters  were  paved  next  to  all  curbing  which  was  set. 
The  curbing  was  furnished  by  Curry  & Ladd,  of  Foxboro,  Mass., 
for  sixty-five  cents  per  lineal  foot  delivered  on  the  street.  This 
price,  I believe,  is  the  lowest  paid  for  several  years.  The  curbing 
was  of  good  quality  of  stone,  well  cut,  and  was  promptly  delivered. 

The  concrete  laid  on  the  east  side  of  North  Main  Street  was 
done  by  P.  Whalen,  for  forty  cents  per  square  yard.  The  rest  of 
the  concreting  was  done  by  F.  M.  Ballou  & Co.,  of  Providence,  at 
fifty  cents  per  square  yard,  and  is  guaranteed  by  them  for  ten 
years.  The  work  done  by  F.  M.  Ballou  & Co.  was  undoubt- 
edly the  best  concreting  ever  done  on  the  town  sidewalks.  It 
was  done  promptly,  in  a workman-like  manner,  and  with  little 
inconvenience  to  abuttors  or  the  public.  In  making  the  improve- 
ments on  South  Main  Street  the  owners  of  abutting  property  all 
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assented  to  having  the  walk  laid  eight  (8)  feet  wide,  measuring 
from  the  face  of  the  curbing,  and  where  fences  interfered  with 
this  plan  they  were  either  reset  or  removed  as  the  owners  wished. 
At  the  same  time  the  drainage  of  the  street  was  greatly  improved 
by  placing  a catch  basin  in  the  sidewalk,  opposite  Mill  Street,  into 
which  the  gutters  on  both  sides  of  the  street  were  drained.  Drains 
were  also  laid  from  the  gutters  in  front  of  the  residence  of  Dr.  E. 
Sanford  and  Cushman  property. 

I recommend  an  appropriation  of  two  thousand  ($2,000) 
dollars,  and  the  amount  received  from  betterment  assessments  for 
permanent  improvement  of  sidewalks  next  season. 


DEAN,  DUNHAM  AND  PEARL  STREET 

SEWERS. 

Plans  and  specifications  of  the  work  to  be  done  having  been 
prepared  by  me,  bids  were  invited,  and  proposals  received  by 
the  Selectmen  from  J.  W.  Gifford  & Co.,  Nahum  Perry  & Co., 
and  A.  H.  Tucker.  The  contracts  were  awarded  to  J.  W.  Gifford 
& Co.,  they  being  the  lowest  bidder. 

The  work  was  promptly  executed  by  them  in  a satisfactory 
manner. 


GUIDE  BOARDS. 

I wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are  few,  if  any 
guide  boards  in  the  town  and  this  fact  has  caused  great  incon- 
venience to  the  traveling  public,  besides  being  a neglect  to  comply 
with  the  State  laws  which  provide  that  the  town  shall  annually 
forfeit  five  dollars  for  every  guide  post  it  neglect  to  furnish.  There 
are  about  sixty  (60)  street  corners  and  inter-sections  of  roads  where 
guide  boards  might  be  placed  to  advantage,  but  if  fifty  of  those 
could  be  furnished  next  season  the  town  would  be  fairly  well 
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equipped  with  guide  boards.  A lathe  turned,  painted  post,  with  a 
substantial  guide  board  properly  marked  could  probably  be  fur- 
nished and  set  at  a total  cost  of  not  far  from  three  ($3.00)  dollars 
each.  An  appropriation  therefore  of  two  hundred  ($200)  dollars 
would  probably  cover  the  cost  of  the  work. 


STATE  HIGHWAYS. 

By  Chapter  476  of  the  Acts  of  1S93,  provision  is  made  for  the 
building  of  state  highways  throughout  the  state  and  at  the  expense 
of  the  state. 

Two  methods  are  provided  by  which  attention  of  the  state 
highway  commission  may  be  called  to  the  necessity  that  any  road 
should  be  acquired  by  the  state  as  a state  highway  : 

ist.  By  the  county  commissioners  who  may  be  petitioned 
either  by  individuals  or  by  the  town. 

2D.  Two  or  more  towns  may  petition  the  highway  commis- 
sion. 

In  either  case  the  state  highway  commissioners  consider  the 
petition  and  if  they  adjudge  that  it  ought  to  be  allowed,  it  then  be- 
comes the  duty  of  the  county  commissioners  to  layout  the  road,  the 
entire  expense  of  the  layout  to  be  borne  by  the  county. 

The  highway  commissioners  then  submit  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commonwealth  (who  lays  the  same  before  the  legislature) 
and  an  esti  mate  of  the  cost  of  building  the  road  and  maintaining  it. 

If  the  legislature  makes  an  appropriation  for  the  same,  the  high- 
way commissioners  at  once  cause  the  highway  to  be  built  at  the 
expense  of  the  state,  except  that  in  case  any  hills  are  so  steep  that 
a change  of  grade  is  necessary,  or  bridges  or  culverts  are  out  of 
repair  or  need  rebuilding,  the  expense  of  this  work  shall  be  borne 
by  the  county.  The  road  having  been  built  by  the  state  it  is  to 
be  forever  afterwards  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  state  and 
the  state  is  to  be  liable  for  all  accidents  due  to  defective  condition 
of  said  road. 
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As  37%  of  the  valuation  of  the  state  is  found  to  be  within 
twelve  miles  of  the  state  house,  and  as  it  is  probable  that  no  state 
roads  will  be  built  in  that  area,  it  is  evident  that  this  is  a move- 
ment by  which  the  poorer  towns  of  the  state  will  be  partially 
relieved  of  the  burden  of  maintaining  their  many  miles  of  high- 
ways. 

It  is  to  be  noticed  that  unless  action  is  taken  either  by  the 
county  commissioners  or  the  towns  of  the  county  to  present  to 
the  attention  of  the  highway  commissioners  such  roads  as  should 
become  state  highways,  no  roads  can  be  built  by  the  state  in  this 
county,  while  at  the  same  time,  state  roads  may  be  in  process  of 
construction  in  other  counties  by  reason  of  the  energy  and  ac- 
tion of  their  county  commissioners. 

At  the  public  meeting  held  by  the  highway  commissioners  in 
the  court  house  at  Taunton,  of  Nov.  27,  1893,  the  state  commis- 
sioners called  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  is  just  what  will  happen 
unless  the  towns  and  county  commissioners  of  Bristol  county 
take  action  in  the  matter. 

As  it  was  stated  that  about  $11,000,000.00  will  proably  be 
spent  for  state  roads  it  is  advisable  that  this  town  should  act  in 
this  matter. 

There  are  at  least  four  roads  in  this  town  which  might  properly 
be  made  state  roads  : 

ist.  The  old  Boston  and  Providence  turnpike  in  the  wes^ 
part  of  the  town. 

2D.  The  road  leading  from  this  village  through  Dodgeville, 
Hebronville  and  Seekonk  to  the  Pawtucket  line. 

3D.  The  road  from  Attleboro  through  Norton  to  Taunton. 

4TH.  The  road  connecting  Attleboro  and  North  Attleboro. 

In  regard  to  the  turnpike  the  towns  of  Norfolk  county  and 
North  Attleboro  have  already  taken  action. 

I believe  it  advisable  that  this  town  should  act  promptly  in  re- 
gard to  this  road  that  the  location  may  be  made  from  the  Paw- 
tucket line  to  North  Attleboro  over  the  road  occupied  by  the 
electric  road  rather  than  the  old  turnpike. 

I suggest  this,  ist.,  because  I believe  that  the  road  occupied 
by  the  electric  road  is  the  best  line  of  location  for  a state  road 
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because  it  is  nearly  as  direct  as  the  turnpike  and  not  nearly  as 

hilly. 

2D.  Because  a state  road  built  over  the  line  I have  suggested 
will  be  of  greater  benefit  to  Attleboro  and  do  more  to  promote 
the  development  of  the  village  of  South  Attleboro  than  as  though 
the  other  line  were  adopted.

THACHER  BROOK  DRAIN. 


Early  in  the  season  of  1893  a plan  was  prepared  showing  the 
proposed  location  of  the  drain  and  the  names  of  owners  of  land 
through  which  it  was  proposed  to  dig  the  drain. 

Hearings  were  arranged  by  the  selectmen  and  a great  deal  of 
time  consumed  in  obtaining  from  the  land  owners  consent  to  have 
the  drain  laid  out  as  proposed.  It  was  not  until  Sept.  26  that 
the  work  of  excavating  the  ditch  was  actually  begun. 

Bids  having  been  invited  from  both  J.  W.  Gifford  & Co.  and 
Nahum  Perry  & Co.,  without  satisfactory  result  it  was  decided  to 
commence  work  by  employing  towns  people  by  the  day  to  do  the 
work. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  J.  W.  Gifford  & Co.,  whereby 
they  furnished  the  services  of  Mr.  John  Stone  as  foreman,  and 
Mr.  Gifford  also  very  kindly  attended  to  the  hiring  of  help  and 
the  paying  of  them  w ithout  himself  receiving  any  pay  or  profit 
for  the  time  he  devoted  to  the  work. 

During  the  entire  time  that  the  work  was  in  progress  from 
twenty  to  thirty  men  (nearly,  if  not  all  of  them,  taxpayers  of  the 
town)  were  employed  on  the  work  and  under  the  efficient  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Stone  rapid  progress  was  made. 

The  plan  first  considered  by  the  committee  contemplated  the 
taking  of  a strip  of  land  forty  (40)  feet  wide  from  Forest  Street  to 
Park  Street  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  feet  wide  from 
Park  Street  to  South  Main  Street  and  would  furnish  below  Park 
Street  the  location  for  an  open  drain  having  the  bed  of  the  brook 
paved,  and  grass  covered  banks  having  a slope  of  one  foot  vertica 
fall  to  each  four  feet  measured  horizontally,  while  on  each  side  o 
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these  grassed  banks  were  to  be  a roadway  and  sidewalks.  This 
plan  was  favored  because  it  has  already  been  employed  with 
marked  success  by  the  city  of  Newton  in  improving  the  Cheese 
Cake  Brook  in  that  place  and  is  highly  recommended  for  the  im- 
provement of  similar  locations  by  the  Metropolitan  Park  Com- 
missioners on  page  ioo  of  their  report  of  1893. 

Should  the  town  secure  this  width  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
(120)  feet  from  Park  Street  to  South  Main  Street,  it  would  furnish 
a line  of  roadway  reaching  from  near  the  centre  of  the  village  on 
Park  Street  well  out  towards  Oak  Hill  and  might  in  future  years 
be  made  a desirable  feature  of  a park  system,  of  which  it  is  proba- 
ble that  Oak  Hill  and  its  vicinity  may  be  prominent  features. 

Opportunities  like  these,  when  no  expense  to  the  town  is  in- 
volved at  the  present  time,  should  be  taken  advantage  of  before 
the  improvement  of  the  land  by  private  parties  renders  it  im- 
possible. 

In  considering  the  plans  and  methods  to  be  adopted  in  this 
work  great  assistance  has  been  obtained  from  the  report  to  the 
city  of  Newton,  Mass.,  by  A.  F.  Noyes,  City  Engineer,  on  a plan 
for  surface  drainage  of  that  city,  also  by  personal  interviews  with 
Mr.  Noyes,  Mr.  F.  P.  Stearns,  C.  E.,  Engineer  for  for  State 
Board  of  Health  and  Mr.  W.  E.McClintock,  C.  E.,  who  has  de- 
signed and  built  several  drainage  works. 

In  the  plan  recommended  to  the  city  of  Newton  and  by  them 
adopted  and  already  partially  constructed,  eleven  different  sections 
covering  a total  length  of  several  miles  are  provided  for.  This 
report  is  so  complete  both  in  its  plans  and  recommendations  and 
contains  so  many  suggestions  applicable  to  our  case  that  a copy  of 
the  report  has  been  placed  in  the  public  library  that  those  inter- 
ested may  study  the  matter  as  fully  as  possible. 

While  the  plan  obtained  above  received  the  approval  of  all,  yet 
some  of  the  abutters  were  inclined  to  insist  that  if  they  gave  the 
width  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  feet  they  should  want  it 
agreed  that  within  a specified  time  the  street  would  be  built  by 
the  town. 

In  order  that  the  construction  of  the  drain  should  not  be  delayed, 
only  the  width  to  be  finally  occupied  by  the  drain  from  Park  to 
North  Main  Streets  was  taken  (fixty-six  (56)  feet  wide  from  South 
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Main  to  Dunham  and  fifty  (50)  feet  from  Dunham  to  Park  Streets) 
leaving  the  addition  of  the  roadway  part  of  the  plan  to  some  fu- 
ture time. 

In  making  the  excavation  for  the  drain  advantage  was  taken  of 
the  fact  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  reduce  the  slope  at  once  to 
the  flat  inclination  suggested  above.  Therefore  the  inclination 
was  made  one  and  a half  to  one  (the  slope  used  on  railroad  em- 
bankments) thus  leaving  a considerable  amount  of  dirt  that  can  at 
some  future  time  easily  be  excavated  and  used,  when  suitable,  in 
building  the  road  referred  to  above. 

All  the  tools  required  on  the  work  were  paid  for  from  the  ap- 
propriation and  are  now  stored  in  the  South  Main  Street  engine 
house  in  a suitable  tool  box.  These  tools  therefore  are  an  asset 
of  the  town  although  in  the  financial  report  no  credit  is  made  of 
them. 

At  Maple  Street  a substantial  wooden  bridge  with  suitable  abut- 
ments and  wing  walls  was  built.  On  account  of  quicksand  at 
this  point  the  work  of  building  the  abutments  was  rendered  slow 
and  expensive  but  fortunately  at  a depth  of  two  feet  below  the 
flow  line  of  the  brook  a vein  of  hard  coarse  gravel  was  found  so 
that  a good  foundation  for  the  abutments  was  secured. 

The  necessity  of  this  bridge  was  of  course  caused  by  the  high- 
way at  this  point,  and  was  not  necessary  as  a part  of  the  drain. 

Allowing  for  the  cost  of  this  bridge  and  the  cost  of  the  tools 
referred  to  above,  and  only  about  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000) 
of  this  appropriation  was  spent  on  the  drain  proper. 

About  thirty-five  hundred  (3500)  lineal  feet  of  trench  were 
excavated,  making  the  cost  about  fifty-seven  (57)  cents  per 
lineal  foot. 

At  several  places  below  Maple  Street  quicksand  was  encoun- 
tered, but  by  excavating  a little  below  grade  and  filling  the  bot- 
tom of  the  trench  up  to  grade  with  large  paving  stone  laid  in 
coarse  gravel,  the  quicksand  was  held  in  place.  Just  above 
Maple  Street  low  bank  walls  were  built  to  keep  the  quicksand  in 
place.  The  last  few  hundred  feet  of  the  trench  that  was  worked 
upon  had  about  a foot  of  quicksand  in  the  bottom  of  the  trench, 
and  as  the  weather  had  become  so  cold  that  men  could  not  work 
in  the  water  to  any  advantage,  this  part  of  the  ditch  was  not  ex-

cavated  quite  to  the  grade  contemplated  on  the  plan.  This  work 
can  be  completed  in  warm  weather,  whenever  a further  extension 
of  the  drain  is  undertaken.  The  weather  during  the  last  fall 
was  so  extremely  dry  that  the  excavation  was  made  with  little 
inconvenience  from  water  through  that  section  of  the  brook  where 
the  greatest  trouble  would  be  found  in  a wet  year. 

The  excavation  has  now  been  carried  above  the  point  where 
the  old  ditch  empties  its  greatest  volume  into  the  drain,  and,  until 
Park  Street  is  reached,  the  excavation  can  be  continued  without 
any  inconvenience  from  the  old  ditch  which  flows  at  a consider- 
able distance  east  of  the  location  of  the  new  drain. 

In  considering  this  drain  and  its  advantages  it  is  to  be  kept  in 
mind  that  it  is  not  a sewer,  neither  is  it  to  perform  any  of  the 
work  that  a sewer  through  this  district  should  be  expected  to  per- 
form. This  difference  is  important  and  should  be  clearly  under- 
stood. For  instance,  regardless  of  any  houses  that  are  in  this 
district,  there  has  always  been  (since  we  have  known  anything 
about  it)  a certain  rain  fall  on  this  district  that  has  caused  floods 
and  by  reason  of  the  nature  of  the  soil  has  caused  the  land  to  be 
wet  and  unfit  for  building  purposes. 

It  is  this  condition  of  the  land  and  the  effect  of  the  floods  that 
this  drain  is  intended  to  relieve,  thus  rendering  the  land  available 
for  building  and  increasing  the  value  of  this  taxable  property  of 
the  town  besides  acting  as  a sanitary  measure  for  the  benfit  of  the 
whole  town. 

It  is  not  necessary  or  advisable  to  attempt  to  construct  a sewer 
large  enough  to  accommodate  this  rain  fall.  It  would  simply  be 
a waste  of  money  and  moreover  the  sewer  would  have  to  be  so 
large,  that  during  the  warm  summer  months,  it  would  be  one  large 
elongated  cesspool  extending  the  entire  length  of  the  district. 

The  duty  of  the  sewer  should  be  to  remove  from  this  district 
the  house  drainage  only  and  this  is  approximately  equal  to  the 
water  supply  consumed  in  the  district.  Therefore,  if  a sewer  were 
to  be  built  next  year  the  building  of  this  drain  is  an  economi- 
cal measure  because  it  reduces  the  cost  of  the  sewer  by  several 
times  the  cost  of  the  drain. 

Another  important  feature  in  this  connection  is  the  fact  it  is 
probable  that  eventually  all  sewage  from  this  village  must  be 
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delivered  through  the  sewers  to  some  place  below  Dodgeville  and 
there  purified,  and  it  is  important  that  the  volume  of  sewage  be 
kept  as  small  as  possible  so  that  the  cost  of  this  process  may  be 
reduced  to  the  lowest  possible  amount. 

Another  point  to  be  kept  in  mind  is  the  fact  that  this  main 
drain,  of  itself,  is  not  to  be  expected  to  drain  all  the  land  on  each 
side  for  several  hundred  feet,  but  only  to  furnish  the  main  drain  into 
which  owners  of  land  on  each  side  can  lead  lateral  drains  which 
will,  at  a small  cost  to  each  one,  effectually  drain  this  area.  Just 
as  a sewer  in  North  Main  Street  cannot  be  expected  to  remove 
the  sewage  from  the  houses  until  the  proper  connections  are 
made  at  the  expense  of  the  abuttors. 

As  a sanitary  measure,  the  benefits  to  the  town  by  lowering 
the  level  of  the  ground  water  and  providing  for  the  purification 
of  the  soil  by  the  action  of  the  air  admitted  to  it,  cannot  be 
stated  in  dollars  and  cents. 

But  the  possibility  of  an  increased  revenue  from  the  taxes  can 
be  seen  when  it  is  considered  that  below  Park  Street  and  within 
an  average  distance  of  less  than  four  thousand  (4,000)  feet  from 
the  postoffice  more  than  one  hundred  house  lots  are  made 
available  for  building  that  otherwise  would  probably  not  be  im- 
proved, or,  if  improved,  might  serve  as  sources  of  epidemic 
diseases,  such  as  typhoid  fever,  etc.  As  the  town  continues  to 
grow  these  lots  must  be  improved,  so  that  it  is  probable  that,  after 
a few  years,  the  town  will  actually  have  received  in  taxes  from  these 
lots  and  the  improvements  on  them  more  than  the  cost  of  the 
drain. 

The  upper  end  of  the  drain  as  far  as  Forest  Street,  which  re- 
mains to  be  built,  covers  a length  of  2,600  feet  divided  as  follows  : 
From  School  Street  to  Park  Street,  fourteen  hundred  (1400)  feet 
from  Park  Street  to  Forest  Street  twelve  hundred  (1200)  feet. 

Of  this  amount  the  lower  one  thousand  feet  could  be  made  as 
an  open  drain,  but  the  upper  sixteen  hundred  feet  should  eventu- 
ally be  a covered  drain. 

This  is  recommended  because  the  land  through  which  the 
upper  section  of  this  drain  passes  has  already  been  so  much  im- 
proved and  become  so  valuable  that  it  was  with  difficulty  that  a 
width  of  forty  (40)  feet  was  secured  through  this  section. 
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And  as  it  is  desirable  that  eventually  a street  should  be  built 
from  Park  Street  to  Forest  Street  in  this  vicinity,  it  could  be  secured 
by  covering  the  drain  and  locating  the  street  over  it.  This  plan 
is  rendered  possible  by  the  fact  that  the  drain  need  not  be  as  large 
at  this  point  as  would  be  necessary  further  down  stream,  because 
the  volume  of  water  to  be  provided  for  is  much  less  by  reason  of 
the  smaller  area  of  water  shed  tributary  to  the  brook  through  this 
section.  The  closed  drain  having  an  area  of  waterway  of  twenty 
(20)  square  feet,  built  of  stone  walls  on  the  sides  with  granite 
covering  stones  and  having  the  invert  paved  would  undoubtedly 
cost  a great  deal  more  than  to  excavate  an  open  drain. 

Therefore  until  it  becomes  necessary  to  use  this  strip  of  land 
for  a street  we  believe  it  advisable  that  the  advantages  of  the  drain- 
age be  first  secured  by  making  the  open  drain  the  entire  length  to 
Forest  Street,  having,  however,  bank  walls  instead  of  sloped 
banks,  along  a portion  at  least  of  this  section. 

Taking  into  account  the  fact  that  the  cut  will  be  deeper  through 
the  upper  part  of  the  drain,  and  judging  from  the  cost  of  the  work 
last  season  and  not  including  the  cost  of  any  culverts  or  bridges, 
it  is  fair  to  presume  that  the  remaining  part  of  the  drain  can  be 
excavated  for  about  one  dollar  ($1)  per  lineal  foot.  Therefore, 
we  estimate  the  cost  of  completing  the  excavation  as  far  as  Forest 
Street  at  about  twenty-five  hundred  ($2500)  dollars.  As  the 
bridge  at  Park  Street  need  not  have  as  large  a waterway  as  was 
necessary  at  Maple  Street,  it  can  be  built  with  granite  covering 
stones,  and,  provided  not  much  ledge  or  quicksand  is  encountered 
in  making  the  excavation  for  the  drain,  it  is  quite  possible  that  this 
could  also  be  built  from  the  amount  named  above.

REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEERS  OF  THE 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Attleborough  : 

. Gentlemen  : — We  herewith  submit  the  first  annual  report  of 
this  department  since  the  purchase  by  the  town  of  the  franchise  of 
Attleborough  Fire  District  No.  One.  We  take  pleasure  in 
extending  our  congratulations  on  the  small  loss  of  property  by 
fire  which  the  town  has  sustained  the  past  year,  and  are  pleased 
to  report  that  the  department  has  been  adequate  to  the  demands 
made  upon  it. 


FORCE  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT. 

Chief  engineer,  two  assistant  engineers,  twenty-four  hosemen, 
twelve  hook  and  ladder  men,  five  fire  police  and  a volunteer 
company  stationed  at  Farmer’s  Village,  at  present  comprise  the 
entire  force  of  the  Fire  Department. 


APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  one  two-horse  hook 
and  ladder  truck,  with  two  hundred  and  seventy-nine  feet  of 
good  ladders,  and  fully  equipped  with  small  tools.  Two  hose 
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carriages  with  3,150  feet  of  cotton  hose,  a portion  of  which  is  in 
poor  condition.  One  hose  cart  with  300  feet  of  leather  hose, 
located  at  Farmer’s  Village  ; two  hundred  feet  of  leather  hose 
in  charge  of  Water  Commissioners  ; four  three-gallon  Babcock  fire 
extinguishers,  one  deluge  nozzle  set. 


RESERVE  APPARATUS. 


One  two-horse  hook  and  ladder  truck,  with  about  250  feet  of 
ladders  ; one  hose  reel,  which  can  be  made  available  for  the  use 
of  outlying  districts. 


HORSES. 

The  department  is  equipped  with  four  horses,  two  owned  by 
the  town  and  two  furnished  by  contract  with  Lysander  Taylor. 
The  service  rendered  is  a great  improvement  over  previous  years, 
and  with  changes  and  improvements  in  the  Dunham  street  house, 
it  will  no  doubt  be  sufficient  for  a few  years  to  come.

FIRE  ALARM. 

The  Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  use  and  is  in  first-class 
working  order,  and  consists  of  the  following  apparatus  : One 
circuit  of  seven  miles  of  No.  14  copper  wire,  nine  miles  of  No.  9 
galvanized  iron  wire,  two  galvanometers  in  battery  room,  one 
switch  board,  one  tester,  one  steam  gong  located  on  Pumping 
Station,  one  striker  located  in  belfry  of  the  Universalist  church, 
one  tapper  at  the  residence  of  Chief  Engineer,  one  tapper  at  the 
residence  of  L.  Taylor,  one  indicator  at  South  Main  street  hose 
house,  one  indicator  at  Union  street  hose  house,  each  fitted  with 
eight  inch  vibrating  gongs,  twenty  fire  alarm  boxes,  five  tappers. 


HOUSES. 

There  are  two  houses  in  the  department  located  as  follows  : 
one  on  South  Main  street  occupied  by  Hose  Co.  No.  One  and 
reserve  ladder  truck  ; one  located  at  the  corner  of  Union  and 
Dunham  streets,  occupied  by  Hose  Co.  No.  Two  and  Hook  and 
Ladder  Co.  No.  One.  At  each  house  certain  members  of  the 
department  sleep  nights,  and  are  ready  for  a quick  hitch. 
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FIRES. 


Our  fire  record  has  been  a remarkable  one  for  the  past  year, 
very  few  fires  have  occurred  and  none  of  any  magnitude  in  our 
town  proper,  while  in  the  suburban  villages  there  have  been 
several,  one  or  two  of  considerable  size,  especially  the  one  near 
the  Rhode  Island  line  in  South  Attleboro. 

March  30th,  at  12.30  a.  m.,  box  35  called  the  department  to 
building  owned  by  Mr.  Hazelwood,  loss  about  $200,  no  insur- 
ance, cause  unknown. 

April  2 2d,  fire  consumed  the  building  owned  by  James  Reed, 
located  on  the  cross  road  from  Park  street  to  Taunton  road.  Loss 
$500,  cause  incendiary.  No  alarm  given  in  the  town. 

June  10th,  1.55  p.  m.,  the  department  was  called  to  James 
street.  It  was  a brush  fire  and  no  damage  resulted. 

July  25th,  at  12.22  p.  m.,  box  42  called  the  department  to  the 
blacksmith  shop  owned  and  occupied  by  Mr.  Judathan  Fuller. 
Loss  about  $150  and  no  insurance.  It  was  caused  probably  by 
sparks  from  the  forge. 

September  20th,  a fire  at  South  Attleboro  consumed  the  black- 
smith shop  owned  and  occupied  by  Everett  Chapman.  Loss 
about  $300  and  fully  insured. 

October  iotli,  at  12  a.  m.,  alarm  from  box  72  called  the 
department  to  Starkey  avenue  on  account  of  a brush  fire.  No 
damage  was  done. 

October  13th,  at  6.30  p.  m.,  an  alarm  from  box  61  called  the 
department  to  the  brush  fire  on  land  of  B.  A.  Cummings,  which 
caused  no  damage. 


SALARIES. 


Chief  Engineer,  $250  ; Assistant  Engineers,  $75  each  ; mem- 
bers of  the  Hook  and  Ladder  and  Hose  Companies,  $50  each. 
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PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  past  year  the  department  has  been  improved  in  it. 
horse  service,  and  we  believe  we  have  a better  water  services 
We  have  also  added  two  fire  alarm  boxes  and  about  six  miles  of 
wire. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  1,500  feet  of  cotton 
hose,  for  the  reason  that  we  are  very  strongly  of  the  opinion  that 
there  should  be  placed  in  South  Attleboro  some  apparatus  for 
protection  against  fires  ; and  as  the  town  has  a hose  cart  which 
can  be  put  in  order  at  a small  expense,  we  would  urge  the 
necessity  and  recommend  putting  the  cart  in  condition  and  plac- 
ing 600  feet  of  hose  on  it  for  South  Attleborough,  and  that  a volun- 
teer company  be  organized  to  do  duty  in  that  part  of  the  town. 
The  remaining  900  feet  is  need  in  our  town  department.  The 
hose  we  now  have  on  hand  much  of  it  has  outlived  its  allotted 
time,  and  only  by  extreme  good  care  by  the  department  have  we 
been  enabled  to  make  it  last  so  long. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  engine  house  on  Dunham  street 
be  made  more  convenient  so  that  the  horse  can  be  got  at  more 
readily,  realizing  that  the  minutes  we  want  to  save  are  the  first 
ones  after  the  alarm  is  sounded. 

We  would  recommend  very  strongly  that  the  town  engage  one 
permanent  man  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  board  of  engineers, 
whose  duty  shall  be  in  part  to  be  janitor  for  both  houses,  to  do 
small  repairs  on  same,  to  look  after  the  harness,  to  take  care  of 
the  horses  and  to  be  on  the  premises  where  horses  are  kept  during 
the  day  ready  for  an  immediate  hitch.  We  believe  that  with  the 
right  man  the  town  will  save  money  by  this  move. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  necessary  steps  be  taken  to 
place  the  fire  department  on  the  same  basis  as  the  water  depart- 
ment, school  department  or  poor  department,  and  the  approprit 
ations  for  that  department  be  expended  only  upon  the  departmen- 
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officers’  order.  We  believe  that  by  so  doing  the  expenses  can  be  kept 
to  the  lowest  amount  possible,  and  that  the  citizens  can  have  a 
better  knowledge  of  the  way  their  appropriations  have  been  spent. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

We  would  recommend  the  following  appropriations  : Salaries 

— Chief  Engineer  $250,  assistant  engineers  $75  each,  hose  men 
and  ladder  men  $50  each  (thirty-six  in  all  making  a total  of 
$2,200),  janitors  $180,  horse  service  $300,  coal  $180,  feed  for  two 
horses  $240,  gas  $150,  incidentals  and  repairs  $300,  making  a 
total  of  $3,550.

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REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  elected 
by  the  town  April  24,  1893,  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith 
their  first  report  covering  the  period  from  the  time  the  works 
were  acquired  by  the  town,  March  29,  1S93  to  December  30, 
1893,  together  with  the  report  of  the  superintendent  and  regis- 
trar covering  the  same  period,  to  which  reference  is  made  for 
the  details  of  the  service  connected  with  this  department. 

Immediately  after  the  election  of  the  board  William  J.  Luther 
was  appointed  Superintendent  and  Registrar. 

By  reason  of  the  methods  used  during  the  past  eight  months  in 
keeping  the  accounts  and  records  of  this  department,  we  have 
been  able  to  adopt,  in  part  at  least,  the  form  of  report  recom- 
mended by  the  New  England  Water  Works  Association  and 
already  adopted  by  a large  number  of  the  water  boards  of  the 
cities  and  towns  of  New  England. 

In  the  summary  of  statistics  will  be  found  a statement  of  the 
cost  of  pumping,  based  on  the  pumping  expenses,  and  also  on 
the  total  cost  of  maintenance,  and  it  is  evident  that  it  is  great 
advantage  to  be  able  to  compare  these  important  items  with 
similar  statements  published  in  the  reports  of  other  Water 
Boards. 

The  financial  statement  has  been  divided  into  maintenance 
and  construction  and  readily  shows  the  cost  of  maintenance,  in 
comparison  to  the  income  received,  while  the  construction 
account,  as  arranged,  shows  the  cost  of  additions  to  the  plant 
during  the  year.  The  statement  of  the  total  cost  of  the  works, 
the  bonded  debt,  and  the  value  of  the  sinking  fund  completes 
the  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  department. 
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We  recommend  that  this  form  of  keeping  and  rendering  the 
accounts  be  continued,  and  in  order  that  they  shall  actually  show 
for  a series  of  years  the  cost  of  maintenance  or  construction^ 
it  is  necessary  that  the  unexpended  balance  of  each  year  shall  be 
carried  to  the  new  account  of  the  next  year  instead  of  being 
covered  into  the  treasury  as  is  the  rule  in  departments  producing 
no  income,  and  we  recommend  that  the  town  authorize  the 
commissioners  to  so  continue  unexpended  balances. 

Under  this  plan  in  case  a balance  accrues  in  the  maintenance 
account  greater  than  is  needed  in  that  department  a part,  or  all 
of  it,  can  be  transferred  to  the  Construction  Account,  thus  helping 
to  pay  for  the  works. 

In  raising  funds  for  the  Maintenance  Account  we  desire  that 
the  town,  in  this  its  first  year  of  the  management  of  the  Water 
Department,  shall  adopt  the  method  common  in  many  cities  and 
towns,  and  to  our  minds  the  proper  way,  namely,  the  charging 
of  the  town  by  the  Water  Department  a certain  hydrant  rental 
per  year. 

This  hydrant  service  is  an  item  for  which  the  town  would  be 
obliged  to  pay  a private  company  a rental  of  probably  at  least 
sixty  dollars  ($60.00)  per  hydrant  per  year,  because  it  is  a ser- 
vice rendered  and  should  properly  be  paid  for.  And  as  the  Water 
Department  is  simply  a plant  owned  and  operated  by  the  citizens 
of  the  town,  it  is  only  justice  to  that  department  that  it  should 
receive  a certain  sum  to  its  credit  for  this  service  rendered.  In 
the  case  of  the  water  works  of  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  which  are  con- 
sidered model  works,  not  only  of  New  England,  but  of  the 
United  States,  this  plan  is  followed,  and  we  quote  from  their  re- 
port of  December  1,  1893,  as  follows  : 

“ I may  be  allowed  to  say  a word  in  regard  to  the  cost  of  pro- 
ducing and  maintaining  hydrants  for  fire  protection  over  and 
above  the  cost  of  a works  for  domestic  purposes.  It  has  been 
computed  by  J.  Nelson  Tubbs,  C.  E.,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  that 
the  difference  between  the  cost  of  a system  of  water  works  for 
domestic  purposes  and  the  cost  of  a system  of  water  works  with  a 
good  fire  protection  (the  interest  on  the  same),  should  be 
charged  to  the  cost  of  hydrants,  and  the  result  is  that  every 
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hydrant  costs  forty-one  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  ($41.25)  per 
year.”  That  is  to  say,  if  domestic  supply  was  all  that  the  works 
were  designed  for,  smaller  pipes,  smaller  tank,  etc.,  would  have 
been  sufficient,  and  on  such  a plant  the  income  from  domestic 
rates  would  be  all  the  income  which  could  be  expected  for  the 
service  rendered. 

But  when  the  department  is  put  to  the  additional  expense  of 
furnishing  larger  pipes,  hydrants,  etc.,  this  difference  of  cost 
should  receive  a certain  compensation  in  the  form  of  hydrant  ren- 
tal. As  we  stated  previously,  in  case  the  total  revenue  from  do- 
mestic rates  and  hydrant  rental  amounts  to  more  than  is  necessary 
for  maintenance,  then  a balance  can  be  carried  to  the  construction 
account  to  help  pay  for  the  works,  while  in  case  the  total  revenue 
is  not  sufficient  for  the  running  expenses  of  the  year,  of  course  it 
will  be  necessary  to  raise  by  taxation  an  amount  equal  to  the 
difference. 

There  are  now  one  hundred  and  seventy  (170)  hydrants,  and 
we  recommend  that  the  town  authorize  the  commissioners  to 
charge  forty  dollars  ($40.00)  per  hydrant  per  year,  and  that  the 
commissioners  be  authorized  to  use  the  income  received  from  do- 
mestic rates  and  hydrant  rental  for  purposes  of  maintenance. 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  maintenance  account  for  the  past 
year  we  have  included  thirty-five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500)  retired 
to  the  sinking  fund. 

We  believe  that  the  income  to  be  derived  from  domestic  rates 
and  hydrant  rental  on  the  plan  outlined  above  will  be  sufficient  to 
pay  all  expense  of  maintenance  and  retire  each  year  to  the  sinking 
fund  a sum  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  all  outstand- 
ing bonds  at  their  maturity.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  works 
are  not  only  self-supporting,  but  will  also  pay  for  themselves 
when  the  bonds  become  due. 

We  estimate  the  income  and  expense  of  the  department  for  the 
coming  year  as  follows  : Having  allowed  somewhat  for  possible 

increase  in  consumption  and  repairs.

The  income  from  domestic  rates  estimated  at  $10,500.00  for 
this  year  is  somewhat  less  than  a full  year’s  income  from  this 
source,  as  it  consists  of  the  advance  charges  for  the  )ear, 
January  1,  1894,  to  January  1,  1895,  and  excesses  over  meter 
allowances  for  eight  months  only,  from  May  1,  1893  to  Janu- 
ary 1,  1894,  due  to  the  fact  that  under  the  system  of  the  Fire 
District  water  rates  were  collected  to  May  1st,  while  under 
the  management  of  the  town  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  have  the 
year  end  on  January  1st  instead  of  May  1st. 

So  that  for  a full  year’s  income  fifty  per  cent.  (50  %)  more  of 
the  excess  water  account  should  be  added,  or  about  fourteen  hun- 
dred ($1,400.00)  dollars  more. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a balance  of  something  over  five 
thousand  ($5,000.00)  dollars  to  the  credit  of  both  the  Construc- 
tion and  Maintenance  accounts,  and  we  recommend  that  these 
balances  be  continued  to  the  credit  of  these  accounts,  and  that  in 
case  the  construction  to  be  authorized  by  the  town  for  the  com- 
ng  year  requires,  the  Commissioners  shall  have  authority  to 
transfer  from  the  maintenance  account  to  the  construction  account 
as  much  of  the  above  balance  as  they  deem  best. 
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This  places  over  ten  thousand  ($10,000.00)  dollars  available 
for  the  construction  account,  aud  we  deem  this  more  than  suffi- 
cient for  the  cost  of  services,  meters,  and  extension  of  mains  in 
the  village  during  the  coming  year. 

During  the  completion  of  the  pumping  station,  when  the 
pumps  and  boilers  were  being  placed  in  position,  Mr.  George  A. 
Palmer  was  employed  as  engineer,  thus  enabling  him  to  become 
familiar  with  all  the  piping  and  connections  at  the  time  of  the 
first  construction.  He  has  continued  as  engineer  during  the 
year  and  has  performed  the  duties  of  the  position  in  a very  satis- 
factory manner. 

In  order  that  a sufficient  fire  supply  might  be  assured  at  all 
times,  in  case  of  any  accident  either  to  the  dam  or  the  force 
main,  the  commissioners  deemed  it  advisable  as  a precautionary 
measure  to  have  the  Worthington  pump  remain  in  the  old  station 
where  it  could  furnish  a fire  supply  from  the  river  if  necessary. 
We  were  able  to  obtain  it  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  ($250.00) 
dollars  and  the  town  will  probably  be  able  to  realize  that  amount 
on  it  at  any  time  it  may  wish  to  dispose  of  it. 

It  is  to  be  noticed  that  compared  with  the  report  of  the  Fire 
District  of  April,  1892,  there  has  been  a large  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  meters  in  use  while  there  are  a less  number  of  faucets  sup- 
plied without  a meter. 

We  believe  that  the  sale  of  water  through  meters  is  the  proper 
system,  and  it  is  predicted  by  men  who  are  authorities  on  these 
matters  that  in  less  than  twenty-five  years  all  water  works  will 
have  a meter  on  every  service. 

The  advantage  of  the  meter  service  is  not  in  the  increased  reve- 
nue derived  (for  in  many  cases  a meter  on  a service  results  in  a 
saving  to  the  consumer  in  the  amount  of  his  water  bill,)  but  in 
the  fact  that  the  waste  of  water  is  stopped.  The  effect  of  a reckless 
waste  of  water  is  expensive  in  the  extreme,  compared  with  which 
the  mere  cost  of  pumping  is  only  nominal ; for  if  a town  should 
continue  to  use  twice  the  amount  of  water  which  is  really  needed 
then  the  works  would  have  to  be  built  of  a much  greater  capacity 
than  really  needed,  requiring  greater  storage  capacity  in  the  stand 
pipe,  larger  sized  mains  on  account  of  the  loss  of  head  by  friction 
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in  the  pipes  and  so  forth,  so  that  it  is  evident  that  it  is  economy 
for  the  town  to  employ  all  reasonable  means  to  check  reckless 
and  unnecessary  waste  of  water.

The  foregoing  accounts,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  include 
all  Ihe  accounts  contracted  by  the  Water  Department  during  the 
period  covered  by  the  report. 

The  outstanding  liabilities  not  paid  for  are  as  follows  : — 

The  cost  of  land  taken  for  the  pumping  station  at  South 
Attleboro,  $1,100.00,  and  the  cost  of  taking  Orrs  pond  and  any 
damages  that  may  have  been  done  in  constructing  the  well. 

The  cost  of  the  land  first  taken  was  determined  by  a board  of 
arbitrators,  to  whom  the  matter  was  referred,  and  by  whose 
decision  both  parties  are  bound.  The  amount  of  the  award  has 
been  tendered  the  other  parties  in  legal  tender,  and  by  them 
refused,  so  that  this  account  involves  the  payment  of  no  interest 
on  the  part  of  the  town.  In  the  matter  of  the  cost  of  Orr’s  pond, 
Mr.  Orr  has  signed  a paper  agreeing  to  waive  all  claims  for  interest 
on  the  value  of  the  Orr’s  pond  property  in  lieu  of  his  being 
allowed  to  occupy  and  use  the  property,  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  gates  at  the  waste  way  being  left  to  the  Water 
Commissioners. 


REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  WATER  WORKS. 


To  the  Water  Commissioners. 

Gentlemen  : — Herewith  I submit  my  report  as  superinten- 
dent to  January  i,  1894.  As  the  town  did  not  acquire  the 
Water  Works  until  March  29,  1893,  the  report  covers  only  the 
period  between  those  dates.  As  pumping  records  were  not  kept 
before  May  1,  1S93,  statements  based  on  these  records  cover  only 
the  eight  months  from  May  1,  1893,  to  January  1,  1S94. 

The  extension  of  street  mains  during  the  summer  has  been 
more  extensive  than  for  several  years,  as  is  shown  in  the  following 
schedule. 

Except  in  a few  instances  authorized  by  the  town  (such  as  the 
pipe  line  to  W.  H.  Wilmarth  & Co.’s  new  shop,  and  the  replac- 
ing of  the  four-inch  pipe  on  Brady’s  Hill) , the  extensions  have 
only  been  made  upon  a guarantee  of  5 per  cent,  yearly  income 
on  the  cost  of  the  extensions,  so  that  it  is  evident  that  the  income 
of  the  town  from  water  rates  and  guarantees  should  be  very 
materially  increased  in  the  future,  while  at  the  same  time  the 
property  on  the  lines  of  these  extensions  will  undoubtedly  yield 
an  increased  revenue  in  taxes  due  to  the  increased  valuation. 


SCHEDULE  OF  PIPE  LAID  IN  1893. 
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In  determining  the  size  of  pipes  to  be  used  in  the  extensions, 
I have  endeavored  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  fire  supply, 
when  ever  possible,  without  unreasonably  increasing  the  cost  of 
these  extensions. 

For  instance,  in  furnishing  a fire  supply  for  School  Street, 
near  the  shop  of  W.  H.  Wilmarth  & Co.,  instead  of  extending 
the  four-inch  pipes  on  School  and  James  Streets  an  eight-inch 
pipe  was  laid  through  Park  Avenue,  James  and  School  Streets, 
which  intersected  and  was  connected  with  four  four-inch  pipes 
and  one  six  inch  pipe.  At  the  test  made  by  the  firemen  in 
August  last,  nine  (9)  effective  fire  streams  were  thrown  simul- 
taneously (with  tank  pressure  only) , while  from  a four-inch 
pipe  it  would  be  impossible  to  obtain  over  two  fire  streams  and 
often  only  one.  This  result  was  obtained  because,  by  the  above 
arrangement,  the  velocity  through  each  of  the  small  pipes 
supplying  the  eight  (8)  inch  pipe  was  so  slight  that  the  energy 
was  not  wasted  by  friction. 

In  making  the  extensions  to  South  Attleboro,  one  reason 
why  twelve  (12)  and  ten  (10)  inch  pipes  were  used  was  that  an 
efficient  hydrant  service  might  be  obtained  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
“Turnpike,”  when  the  system  is  finally  extended  there  (and 
applications  have  already  been  made  for  part  of  these  exten- 
sions) . 

This  loss  of  energy  due  to  friction  in  small  pipes  is  enormous. 
In  some  cases  rendering  the  stream  obtained  of  little  use  for 
fighting  a fire. 

By  means  of  many  experiments  and  observations  tables  have 
been  prepared  which  make  it  possible  to  determine  approxi- 
mately what  amount  of  water  can  be  delivered,  and  at  what 
pressure  through  a given  system  of  pipes. 

One  instance  of  an  important  section  of  our  system  will  suffice 
as  an  illustration. 

The  pipe  which  extends  through  North  Main  Street  to  the 
Farmers  is  six  (6)  inch,  having  a length  of  about  3,500  feet 
from  Peck  Street  (the  last  point  at  which  a pipe  from  another 
street  connects  with  it) . 

The  static  head  at  Farmers  from  tank  pressure  is  about  sixty 
(60)  lbs.  Assuming  that  it  is  necessary  to  have  two  standard  fire 
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streams  of  250  gallons  per  minute  each,  or  three  ordinary 
streams  with  a pressure  at  the  hydrant  of  forty-five  (45)  lbs., 
then  we  find  that  in  order  to  do  this  through  the  six-inch  pipe 
the  pressure  at  Park  Street  must  be  increased  to  ninety-four  (94) 
lbs.  That  is,  the  loss  by  friction  through  the  six-inch  pipe  is 
nearly  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  static  pressure. 

In  case  the  pipe  were  an  eight  (S)  inch  pipe,  the  loss  by  fric- 
tion in  accomplishing  the  same  result  would  be  only  nine  (9) 
lbs.,  and  as  the  static  head  is  sixty  (60)  lbs.  we  still  have  left 
fifty-one  (51)  lbs.  pressure  at  the  hydrant  from  the  stand  pipe 
pressure.  Therefore,  during  the  fire  at  the  Electric  Light 
Station  on  the  morning  of  January  2d,  the  pressure  was  increased 
as  suggested  above  to  about  one  hundred  (100)  lbs.  on  Park 
Street,  or  about  one  hundred  and  fifteen  ( 1 1 5 ) lbs.  at  the  Pump- 
ing Station,  with  the  result  that  the  water  was  delivered  at  the 
fire  under  a pressure  which  enabled  the  firemen  to  do  effective 
work  in  stopping  further  progress  of  the  fire.  But  a consideration 
of  the  uncertainty  of  obtaining  direct  pressure  promptly  when 
wanted , and  the  effect  of  direct  pressure  on  the  cement  pipe  in 
this  instance,  will  show  very  clearly  that  it  is  advisable  to  increase 
the  size  of  certain  mains  so  that  we  can  obtain  a satisfactory  fire 
pressure  from  the  tank  throughout  the  entire  system  at  all  times. 

The  alarm  of  fire  was  given  at  about  4.15  a.  m.  ; at  4.27  Chief 
Packard  sounded  three  blows  on  the  alarm  indicating  that  he 
wished  direct  pressure.  Fortunately  both  the  Superintendent  and 
Water  Commissioner  Carpenter  were  where  they  could  shut  the 
gate  to  the  stand  pipe,  so  that  at  4.30  the  pressure  reached  one 
hundred  (100)  lbs.  on  Park  Street. 

Only  twelve  revolutions  per  minute  of  the  Deane  pump,  or 
480  gallons  per  minute,  were  necessary  to  maintain  the  fire  pres- 
sure and  supply  the  two  streams  at  the  fire  and  the  domestic  con- 
sumption at  the  time.  At  4.40,  however  (ten  minutes  later),  the 
strain  on  the  cement  pipe  proved  too  great,  and  three  breaks 
occurred,  one  on  Prospect  Street,  one  on  Hodges  Street,  and 
one  on  Dean  Street,  with  the  result  that  the  speed  of  the  pump 
was  increased  to  forty-six  (46)  revolutions  per  minute,  pumping 
over  1,800  gallons  per  minute,  exceeding  by  over  thirty  per  cent, 
the  amount  of  work  required  under  the  contract  with  the  makers. 
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At  5.40  I was  able  to  locate  and  cut  out  the  leak  on  Prospect 
Street,  so  that  the  speed  of  the  pump  was  reduced  to  thirty-two  re- 
volutions per  minute.  The  recall  was  sounded  at  6.35  and  the 
gate  to  the  tank  was  opened  at  6.40.  The  pump  was  kept  running, 
however,  at  therateof  thirty-two  (32)  revolutions  per  minute,  un- 
til all  the  leaks  were  located  and  cut  out  and  the  tank  filled, 
which  was  at  8.45,  having  pumped  342,160  gallons  of  water  from 
the  well.  It  is  to  be  noticed  that  unless  some  one  is  at  hand  to 
close  the  gate  to  the  stand  pipe  the  engineer  at  the  pumping  sta- 
tion cannot  increase  the  pressure  beyond  stand  pipe  pressure,  and 
also  that  if  breaks  should  occur,  which  would  waste  twice  the 
amount  of  water  wasted  in  this  case,  or  if  the  break  had  been  on 
the  line  of  pipe  supplying  water  for  the  fire,  the  efficiency  of  the 
service  would  have  been  lost.  As  pipe  is  laid  on  new  streets 
parallel  to,  and  connecting  with,  old  lines  it  will  be  possible  in 
many  cases  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  system  without  going 
to  the  expense  of  replacing  pipe  now  laid.  And  in  this  case  if  a 
second  force  main  is  laid  at  some  future  time  from  Newmans 
Corner  to  the  village  by  the  way  of  West  and  Mechanics  Streets, 
the  amount  which  can  be  obtained  from  the  six  (6)  inch  pipe  on 
West  and  North  Main  Streets  would  be  doubled  by  receiving  a 
supply  from  each  end. 

But  the  time  when  this  second  force  main  will  be  laid  is  remote 
and  uncertain,  and  with  a view  to  finding  some  other  way  of  im- 
proving the  fire  supply  on  this  pipe  line,  I examined  the  plant  of 
the  Electric  Light  Co.  at  the  Farmers  with  their  engineer  during 
the  week  previous  to  the  fire. 

They  have  a pump  which  could  deliver  from  the  Farmers 
pond  as  much  water  as  can  be  delivered  through  the  pipe  by 
stand  pipe  pressure  from  the  other  way. 

Thus  furnishing  an  opportunity  for  doubling  the  amount  that 
can  be  furnished  on  West  Street  and  vicinity,  without  increasing 
the  pressure  in  other  parts  of  the  town. 

This  pump  and  the  boilers  are  uninjured,  and  in  case  the  plant 
is  put  in  operation  again  the  pipe  can  be  connected  with  the 
street  main  by  laying  about  three  hundred  feet  of  six  (6)  inch 
pipe  at  a cost  of  about  three  hundred  ($300)  dollars. 

There  is  a considerable  amount  of  valuable  property  protected 
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by  this  six  (6)  inch  pipe  on  North  Main  Street,  including  the 
School  Houses  on  Sanford  Street  (which  should  have  special 
hydrant  service)  and  the  shop  of  R.  F.  Simmons  & Co.,  and 
this  section  will  not  receive  proper  protection  until  a larger  pipe 
is  laid  on  North  Main  Street,  from  Park  Street  to  West  Street. 
Provision  was  made  for  this,  when  the  twelve  (12)  inch  main 
was  placed  in  Park  Street,  by  connecting  North  Main  Street  with 
a ten  (10)  inch  branch. 

In  other  sections  of  the  system,  the  County  Street  section  is 
well  supplied  by  the  new  force  main,  and  the  South  Main  Street 
section  will  be  very  well  supplied  in  case  the  works  are  extended 
to  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville  by  the  larger  sized  pipe  that 
should  be  laid  on  that  street,  beginning  at  Park  Street.  Park 
Street  has  some  four  (4)  inch  pipe,  but  larger  pipes  on  Emory, 
Holman  and  Falmouth  Streets,  laid  to  Forest  Street  and  con- 
nected to  Park  Street  in  three  or  four  places,  will  furnish  a good 
supply  for  that  vicinity.  Pleasant  Street  has  a great  deal  of  fou*- 
(4)  inch  pipe,  and  has  as  poor  a fire  supply  as  any  of  the 
sections.  An  eight-inch  pipe  is  necessary  on  a part  of  this 
line. 

To  summarize  then,  larger  pipes  should  be  laid  on  North 
Main  Street  and  Pleasant  Street,  while  in  other  parts  of  the  town 
future  extensions  will  in  most  cases  develop  a good  supply, 
except  that  proper  protection  on  the  west  side  of  the  shops 
requires  that  the  part  of  the  pipe  in  the  Hebronville  extension, 
lying  between  Park  Street  and  the  South  Main  Street  Crossing, 
should  be  laid,  and  a connection  made  at  Mill  Street  with  the  pipe 
running  to  the  shops  through  Rail  Road  Avenue.  I have  at  this 
time  only  referred  to  the  proper  sizes  for  the  main  pipes  of  each 
section.  There  are  several  streets  having  four  (4)  inch  pipe 
(like  Park  or  Dean  Street) , which  will  furnish  one  or  two  good 
fire  streams  that  would  probably  be  sufficient  for  controlling  a 
fire  in  only  one  dwelling  house,  but  insufficient  if  more  streams 
were  needed. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  no  four  (4)  inch  pipe  has  been  laid 
during  the  year,  nearly  all  the  four  (4)  inch  pipe  on  hand  in 
April  having  been  exchanged  for  six  (6)  inch  pipe  (the  town 
being  allowed  $1.00  more  per  ton  for  it  than  first  cost  on  account 
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of  the  advance  in  price  of  pipe) . I wish  to  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  it  is  desirable  that  parties  intending  to  make  application 
for  extensions  of  mains  should  do  so  as  early  as  possible,  in  order 
that  pipe  may  be  contracted  for  before  the  working  season 
actually  begins. 

In  this  way  the  town  may  obtain  its  pipe  at  a lower  price, 
and  not  have  the  work  crowded  into  cold  weather  at  the  last  of 
the  season. 

The  quality  of  the  water  in  the  well  at  South  Attleboro  has 
been  excellent,  as  is  shown  by  the  analyses  appended. 

The  quantity  has  been  ample  for  the  demands  made  upon  it, 
although  the  consumption  during  the  summer  months  was  con- 
siderably more  than  has  been  used  before.  The  following  figures

The  average  daily  consumption  for  the  week  beginning  Sun- 
day, July  30,  was  295.177,  being  the  week  of  greatest  consump- 
tion. 

Monday,  July  31,  394,320  gallons  were  pumped,  being  the 
greatest  amount  pumped  in  any  day  since  May  1st. 

In  April  last  just  before  the  period  covered  in  the  above 
figures,  840,000  gallons  were  pumped  from  the  well  in  24  hours. 
This  was  the  day  the  stand-pipe  was  emptied, cleaned  and  refilled, 
the  town  being  supplied  by  direct  pressure  in  the  mean- 
time. Of  the  above  amount  it  required  662,681  gallons  to  fill 
the  tank,  and  the  daily  consumption  was  approximately  1 So, 000. 

During  the  run  on  the  morning  of  Jan.  2,  1894,  when  the 
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fire  occurred  at  the  Electric  Light  station,  342,160  gallons  were 
pumped  in  4 hours  and  15  minutes. 

From  the  time  the  leak  was  shut  off  on  Prospect  Street  (5*40 
a.  m.)  until  all  the  leaks  were  shut  of  and  the  stand-pipe  com- 
pletely filled  (8.45  a.  m.)  the  pump  was  kept  running  a speed 
of  32  revolutions  per  minute,  pumping  not  less  than  1,200  gallons 
per  minute  or  at  the  rate  of  1,728,000  per  24  hours.  During  this 
time  the  level  of  the  water  in  the  well  did  not  lower,  and  at  the 
time  the  pumps  were  stopped  the  water  was  nine  feet  six  inches 
(9  -6  ) deep  in  the  well. 

Therefore  it  seems  reasonable  to  assume  that  with  the  level  of 
the  ground  water  in  the  vicinity  of  the  well,  maintained  to  the 
height  of  the  level  of  the  waste  way  of  the  pond,  the  well  will 
yield  considerably  over  1,000,000  gallons  in  a twenty-four 
hours’  trial. 

On  the  1 2th  day  of  August,  at  the  request  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Fire  Department,  a short  test  of  the  Deane  Pump  was 
made.  The  stand-pipe  was  shut  off  and  the  entire  amount  of 
water  used  was  supplied  by  direct  pressure  from  the  Deane  Pump, 
at  100  pounds’  pressure  as  nearly  as  could  be  regulated.  Eight 
streams  were  supplied  besides  supplying  the  domestic  consump- 
tion, fountains,  etc.,  which  of  course  increased  considerably  under 
the  increased  head.  Finally  the  two-inch  deluge  nozzle  was 
attached  and  a two-inch  stream  thrown  onto  Robinson’s  shop 
on  Union  Street, besides  supplying  four  other  ordinary  fire  streams. 

In  order  to  do  this  the  pump  was  run  during  some  of  the  time 
at  the  rate  of  fifty-four  revolutions  per  minute,  pumping  about 
2,100  gallons  per  minute,  or  twice  the  amount  named  in  the  con- 
tract with  the  builders. 

During  the  past  season  extensive  repairs  were  made  on  the 
hydrants  whenever  necessary,  all  the  caps  having  been  taken  off 
and  oiled  so  that  they  can  be  removed  easily.  Several  hydrants 
were  found  to  have  roots  or  fine  dirt  in  or  around  the  drips  so  that 
it  was  necessary  to  dig  them  up  and  clear  the  drips  that  they 
should  not  freeze.  In  the  report  submitted  to  the  Fire  District, 
April  30,  1892,  will  be  found  the  statement  that  the  number  of 
hydrants  were  133,  and  that  there  were  19  miles  of  street  mains. 
Below  will  be  found  a table,  which  I have  compiled,  show- 
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ing  the  additions  of  street  mains  and  hydrants  made  from  April, 
1S92,  to  April,  1893.  Additions  since  April,  1893,  are  shown,  in 
the  table  to  be  found  in  the  first  part  of  this  report.  Allowing 
for  the  pipe  taken  up  and  replaced  by  other  pipe  and  the  net 
additions  of  street  mains  from  April,  1892,  to  date,  5.33  miles, 
making  a total  of  24.33  miles,  and  the  total  number  of  hydrants 
now  in  use  is  170.

For  the  Year  1893. 


The  close  of  the  year  1S93  finds  the  library  removed  from  the 
room  in  Horton  block,  which  it  had  occupied  since  its  organiza- 
tion, into  larger  and  more  convenient  rooms  in  the  block  owned  by 
the  Savings  and  Loan  Fund  Association.  This  change,  made  ne- 
cessary by  the  growth  of  the  Library,  marks  a new  epoch  in  its  his- 
tory, and  the  present  time  may  well  serve  to  put  in  permanent 
form  a brief  account  of  the  beginnings  of  the  public  library  in 
Attleborough. 

Pursuant  to  a call  signed  by  many  citizens  and  published  in 
the  local  papers,  a meeting  was  held  in  Grand  Army  Hall  Janu- 
ary 15,  18S5,  the  object  of  which  was  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
free  library  for  the  citizens  of  the  town.  Charles  E.  Bliss  was 
chairman  of  the  meeting,  and  George  A.  Adams,  Esq.,  was 
secretary.  The  sentiment  expressed  was  heartily  in  favor  of  the 
project,  and  a committee  was  elected  to  prepare  a plan  of  organi- 
zation and  report  at  a subsequent  meeting.  This  committee, 
consisting  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Edson,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Rev. 
Walter  Barton,  Rev.  J.  A.  L.  Rich,  Major  E.  S.  Horton,  Dr. 
George  Mackie,  Mr.  G.  A.  Dean,  Dr.  G.  B.  Fittz,  Mr.  C.  L. 
Watson  and  Dr.  C.  S.  Holden,  held  several  meetings,  and  made 
a report  at  a second  public  meeting  held  in  the  vestry  of  the  Con- 
gregational Church,  February  2,  1885.  Major  E.  S.  Horton  was 
elected  Chairman  of  this  meeting,  and  Dr.  C.  S.  Holden  Secretary. 

A plan  of  organization  was  suggested  together  with  by-laws  to 
govern  the  same,  which  were  adopted  by  the  meeting.  It  was 
proposed  to  form  an  association  that  would  establish  and  main- 


tain  a library  i 1 Attleboro,  free  to  all  its  people,  and  membership 
in  which  was  to  be  accorded  to  all  who  contributed  annually  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  or  more.  The  association  was  to  be  governed 
by  a Board  of  Directors,  eighteen  in  number,  and  the  following 
were  elected.  The  names  being  suggested  by  the  committee 
reporting:  Rev.  Walter  Barton,  A.  W.  Edson,  J.  M.  Bates, 

E.  S.  Horton,  J.  L.  Sweet,  Miss  Lottie  Steele,  Rev.  H.  A. 
Philbrook,  C.  R.  Harris,  Dr.  George  Mackie,  C.  E.  Bliss, 
Peter  Nerney,  Miss  Mary  J.  Capron,  C.  L.  Watson,  Dr.  G.  B. 
Fittz,  Dr.  C.  S.  Holden,  F.  W.  Lincoln,  Mrs.  Louis  J.  Lamb, 
and  Mr.  A.  W.  Sturdy. 

The  Directors  met  February  5,  and  organized  by  the  choice  of 
Major  E.  S.  Horton,  President ; Miss  Mary  J.  Capron,  Vice- 
President ; Dr.  C.  S.  Holden,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Plans 
were  suggested  for  raising  funds,  and  sub-committees  appointed 
for  that  purpose.  The  response  from  the  people  was  most 
generous.  The  more  wealthy  citizens  contributed  liberally,  and 
nearly  every  person  solicited  gave  according  to  his  means. 
Former  residents  of  the  town  were  appealed  to  for  aid,  and 
responded.  Hon.  John  D.  Long,  Congressman  from  this  district, 
lectured  in  the  Opera  House  for  the  benefit  of  the  fund.  A 
former  circulating  library  association,  transferred  all  of  its  books  1 
and  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  gave  its  newspapers 
and  magazines  for  the  Reading  Room,  which  the  directors 
decided  should  be  opened  in  connection  with  the  library. 
Various  funds  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  several  hundred 
dollars  were  donated,  and  altogether  the  sum  of  $1,620.16  was 
raised  the  first  year.  The  directors  engaged  rooms  16  and  17  in 
Horton  Block  for  the  use  of  tne  library  and  reading  room,  and 
new  books  were  purchased,  and  the  pupils  in  the  public  schools 
as  well  as  other  friends  assisted  in  preparing  them  for  circulation. 
The  library  was  opened  without  formal  ceremonies  in  May, 
1885,  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  Isabel  L.  Mowton,  librarian. 

The  library  was  kept  open  from  3 to  9 p.  m.  on  Wednesdays 
and  Saturdays,  and  the  reading  room  every  day  in  the  week. 
The  library  was  a success  from  the  beginning ; more  people 
desired  to  take  books  from  it  than  had  been  anticipated,  and 
the  directors  were  greatly  encouraged. 
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The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  in  the  hall 
of  the  Women’s  Christian  Temperance  Union  in  Horton  Block, 
April  2 6,  1 886.  The  report  of  the  librarian  showed  that  the 
library  contained  2,195  books,  and  1,206  cards  had  been 
issued,  each  card  representing  a patron.  The  treasurer’s  report 
showed  receipts  from  all  sources  to  have  been  $1,708.34,  and 
expenditures  $1,633.48. 

The  next  year  showed  the  library  increasing  in  usefulness  and 
popularity.  The  receipts  the  second  year  from  all  sources  were 
$780.  The  expenses  were  nearly  as  large,  and  it  soon  became  ap- 
parent to  the  directors  that  a more  permanent  source  ot  income 
than  could  be  derived  from  individual  subscriptions, was  necessary. 
Efforts  were  made  to  have  the  town  assume  the  library  and  appro- 
priate an  equal  sum  for  the  support  of  libraries  in  the  villages  of 
Attleborough  and  North  Attleborough  but  they  were  unsuccessful. 
The  plan  of  having  the  improvement  district  of  Attleborough  take 
the  library  and  support  it  was  advocated,  but  this  also  failed  of 
adoption. 

In  the  meantime  the  reading  room  was  found  to  be  an 
unsuccessful  venture,  because  of  the  inability  of  the  directors  to 
provide  suitable  supervision,  and  the  papers  and  magazines  were 
transferred  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  who  had  erected  a new  building 
and  had  established  a reading  room.  The  librarian,  Mrs. 
Mowton,  resigned  her  position  in  November,  1887,  because  of 
intended  removal  from  town,  and  Mrs.  Nellie  A.  Blackinton 
was  elected  her  successor.  The  division  of  the  town  took  place  in 
the  summer  of  the  year  1887,  and  the  new  town  of  Attleborough 
at  its  first  annual  meeting  in  April,  1888,  voted  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  support  the  library  on  condition  that  the  asso- 
ciation surrendered  its  property  to  the  town.  This  the  association 
promptly  did,  and  th'e  directors  were  glad  to  be  relieved  of  their 
burden,  feeling  that,  the  town  once  having  assumed  the  charge, 
the  people  would  never  deprive  themselves  of  the  benefits  they 
were  receiving  from  the  library.  The  property  transferred 
amounted  in  value  to  more  than  $2,800,  and  included  2,500 
books. 

The  report  of  the  librarian  for  the  present  year  shows  the 
registration  of  applicants  for  books  to  be  larger  than  in  any  pre- 
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ceding  year,  the  total  number  registering  being  2,176.  The 
number  of  books  circulated  was  17,987.  Number  of  new  books 
added  by  purchase  during  the  year,  308.  There  are  now  4,00b 
books  in  the  library.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

OF  FIFTEEN. 


Attleborough,  Mass.,  January  2,  1S94. 

1 0 the  Citizens  of  Attleborough  : 

The  committee  of  fifteen  appointed  at  Annual  Town  Meeting  to 
expend  the  amount  appropriated  ($500)  for  the  suppression  of 
the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor,  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

There  was  considerable  discussion  in  full  committee  as  to  the 
best  way  to  proceed  to  accomplish  the  desired  purpose.  The 
final  result  was  that  a sub-committee  of  three  were  chosen  with 
full  power  to  make  such  arrangements  and  terms  with  Officer 
Dunham  as  they  deemed  best. 

They  finally  agreed  with  Officer  Dunham  that  under  the 
direction  and  advice  of  the  sub-committee,  he  was  to  give  suitable 
notice  in  the  Daily  Sun  of  his  appointment,  and  to  use  his  best 
endeavors  to  see  that  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  was 
suppressed,  also  to  look  over  the  druggists’  books  and  see  that 
the  law  regarding  their  sales  was  complied  with. 

His  compensation  was  to  be  $50  per  month. 

Your  committee  have  made  many  inquires  regarding  the  illegal 
sale  of  liquor,  and  instead  of  the  remark  so  often  thrown  out  of 
liquor  being  sold  in  dozens  of  places,  have  not  been  able  to  learn 
of  any  being  sold  illegally,  and  have  often  been  so  assured  by 
parties  inquired  of.  We  think  that  the  law  has  been  enforced 
more  throughly  and  efficiently  than  it  has  been  for  several  years, 
and  your  committee  most  heartily  recommend  the  town  to 
continue  the  good  work. 
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We  recommend  the  same  appropriation  as  last  year.

ASSESSORS’  REPORT. 


The  assessors  chosenat  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  re- 
spectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  what  was  known  as  the 
Fire  District  Xo.  i,  was  sold  to  the  town,  thus  doing  away  with 
the  district  tax.  The  rate  for  the  year  of  1892  was  $14  on  each 
$i,ooo  in  the  town  and  $4.35  in  the  district,  making  a total  tax 
rate  on  property  situated  in  the  district  of  $18.35.  The  tax  rate 
for  the  present  year  is  $19,  an  increase  of  only  65c.  on  property 
in  the  district,  but  an  advance  of  $5.00  on  property  outside, 
amounting  to  something  over  $1,125,000,  of  which  nearly  one- 
half  is  located  in  the  villages  of  Hebronville.  Dodgeville  and 
South  Attleboro. 

As  will  be  seen  by  consulting  the  table  of  aggregates  of  the 
past  year,  that  is  from  May  1,  1S92,  to  May  1, 1893,  has  been  one 
of  unusual  prosperity.  An  exceedingly  encouraging  feature  is 
the  increase  in  dwellings,  forty-three  having  been  added  to  the 
list,  the  majority  of  which  have  been  erected  for  homes.  A num- 
ber of  other  buildings  have  also  been  built.  R.  F.  Simmons  & 
Co.,  and  W.  H.  Wilmarth  & Co.  have  both  erected  handsome 
and  commodious  factories  for  carrying  on  the  jewelry  business, 
and  which  are  a credit  to  the  town,  and  must  materially  aid  in 
its  development.  The  Chicago  Beef  Co.  has  also  built  a substan- 
tial building  on  Pleasant  street.  The  Mechanics’  Mill  has  been 
rebuilt  and  Wm.  Coupe  & Co.,  of  South  Attleboro,  have  put 
a large  addition  upon  their  tanner}*.  The  only  loss  of  im- 
portance to  the  town’s  valuation  has  been  the  destruction  by  fire 
of  the  Union  Wadding  Co.’s  building,  situated  near  the  Rhode 
Island  line.  The  total  valuation  of  the  town  is  something  over 
$4,435,000,  a remarkable  gain  since  1S92.  This  growth  of  the 
town,  however,  flattering  as  it  is,  has  been  natural  and  healthy, 
and  while  the  increase  is  considerable,  it  has  not  been  gained  by 
any  general  raise  in  values.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  assessors 
to  adjust  and  equalize  valuations  that  were  out  of  proportion 
rather  than  to  make  anv  radical  advances.

AUDITORS’  REPORT. 


The  Auditors  elected  for  the  year  ending  March,  1894,  in  com- 
pliance with  their  duties  as  defined  in  chapter  423,  Acts  1S93, 
have  examined  the  books  and  reports  of  all  the  officers  and  com- 
mittees of  the  Town  entrusted  with  the  receipt  and  expenditure 
of  monies,  and  report  as  follows  : 

The  Treasurer’s  books  and  report  correspond,  and  he  has  the 
necessary  vouchers  for  all  money  expended  and  on  hand. 

The  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners’  book  agrees  with  their  re- 
port as  submitted,  and  they  have  securities  for  all  money  invest- 
ed and  proper  voucher  for  cash  reported  on  hand. 

The  Overseers  of  Poor  report  agrees  with  their  books.  By 
comparison  of  the  expense  of  Almshouse,  as  rendered  in  their  re- 
port with  the  report  of  Superintendent  of  Almshouse , a difference 
of  $1.50  will  be  seen,  which  was  caused  by  the  payment  of  a bill 
by  the  Overseers  of  Poor,  which  should  have  been  paid  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Almshouse. 

The  report  and  books  of  the  School  Committee  agree.  The 
difference  of  $110.87  between  their  report,  as  submitted,  and  the 
bills  for  school  expenditures  approved  by  Selectmen  was  caused 
by  the  approval  of  bills  to  that  amount,  which  should  properly 
have  gone  into  the  expenditures  of  1894. 

The  books  and  report  of  the  Water  Commissioners  agree  with 
the  bills  approved  and  paid  by  the  Town  Treasurer.  The  differ- 
ence between  the  balances  of  the  Commissioners’  and  the  Town 
Treasurer’s  report  is  explained  in  the  note  appended  in  the  lat- 
ter’s report. 

The  report  and  books  of  the  Water  Registrar  agree.  He  has 
vouchers  for  all  money  paid  the  Town  Treasurer,  and  for  cash 
reported  on  hand,  which  amounts  agree  with  his  books  as  to  cash 
collected.  The  improved  method  and  system  by  which  his  books 
are  kept  is  to  be  commended. 
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The  books  and  reports  of  the  Tax  Collectors  agree  with  the 
Town  Treasurer’s  books  as  to  amounts  ol  money  paid  him, 
and  with  the  Assessors’  record  as  to  the  abatements  allowed.  The 
uncollected  taxes  and  cash  on  hand  reported  agrees  with  their 
books. 

The  books  of  the  Selectmen  show  a record  of  all  business 
transacted  by  them  and  a record  of  all  bills  contracted  and  ap- 
proved by  them  under  the  appropriations  in  their  charge,  and 
submitted  in  their  report.  Also  a record  of  all  the  bills  approved 
by  the  officers  of  the  various  departments  of  the  town,  and  paid 
by  the  Town  Treasurer.  Their  books  also  show  the  various  ap- 
propriations made  by  the  town,  and  the  expenditures  made  under 
each. 

The  report  of  Committee  of  Fifteen  on  the  appropriation  for 
the  enforcement  of  the  Liquor  Law  is  correct  as  to  reported 
expenditures,  but  we  have  no  way  of  ascertaining  the  correctness 
of  the  amount  claimed  to  have  been  received.

In  view  of  the  continued  increase  of  business  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  town,  we  respectfully  submit  for  consideration 
the  following  recommendations  : 

That  the  Town  Treasurer  keep  a separate  set  of  books  with 
the  Water  Department. 

That  he  keep  a separate  account  with  each  and  all  appropria- 
tions made  by  the  town,  and  that  all  monies  raised  for  a specific 
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purpose  shall  be  expended  only  for  such  stated  purpose.  That 
he  be  required  to  submit  a report  once  a month  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  of  the  unexpended  balances  of  each  appropriation, 
and  annually  report  to  the  town  the  amount  paid  out  under  each 
appropriation  during  the  year,  and  the  condition  of  each  appro- 
priation at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

We  find  his  books  under  the  present  system  very  neatly  and 
correctly  kept,  but  the  needs  of  the  town  in  our  opinion  have 
outgrown  that  system. 

That  the  Overseers  of  Poor  be  required  to  keep  a more  com- 
prehensive set  of  books. 

That  the  assessors  be  required  to  procure  and  keep  a more 
Systematic  record  of  abatements  of  taxes. 

That  the  Tax  Collectors  be  required  to  make  a complete 
return  of  all  taxes  committed  to  their  care  within  twro  years  from 
date  of  commitment,  and  that  they  be  required  to  settle  on  or 
before  January  i,  1895,  for  all  taxes  assessed  previous  to  1S93. 

Believing  it  might  be  of  interest  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  we 
submit  the  following  summary  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  different  departments  for  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
the  Board  of  Health  makes  an  annual  report  to  the  town.  This 
report  should  include  an  account  of  the  duties  performed 
by  the  members,  such  suggestions  for  the  physical  welfare  of  the 
town,  as  occur  to  them  as  the  results  of  their  experience,  and 
tables  of  vital  statistics  which,  when  compared  with  reports  of 
former  years,  indicate  the  way  the  town  is  growing  and  suggest 
opportunities  for  its  sanitary  improvement. 

It  has  been  the  custom  during  the  past  year  for  each  member  of 
the  Board  to  correct  such  nuisances  as  are  brought  to  his  atten- 
tion, only  the  more  important  questions  being  brought  before  the 
whole  Board.  Less  complaints  were  received  this  year  than 
usual.  In  fact,  householders  are  now  generally  informed  as  to 
the  requirements  of  the  Board,  and  gladly  conform  to  them. 

The  work  of  the  Board  has  been  harmonious  and  pleasant. 

% 

No  serious  epipemic  has  occurred.  The  town  was  again  visited 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  by  the  recurring  influenza 
popularly  know  as  “ the  grip.”  It  was  perhaps  the  most 
severe  in  its  effects,  with  the  single  exception  of  the  first  year, 
pneumonia,  as  before,  being  its  most  serious  sequel. 

By  reference  to  Table  I,  appended  to  this  report,  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  were  a great  many  cases  of  measles  reported  during 
the  early  su  mmer.  The  disease  became  so  prevalent  that  the 
Board  requested  the  School  Committee  to  exclude  from  the  Public 
Schools  all  pupils  coming  from  homes  where  there  were  such 
cases.  This,  being  an  innovation,  caused  unfavorable  criticism 
from  the  public  and  even  from  physicians  in  town,  but  singularly 
enough,  by  this  action  the  local  Board  only  anticipated  by 
a few  months  what  is  now  required  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  viz.,  that  measles  shall  be  included  in  the  list  of  diseases 
“dangerous  to  the  public  health,”  and  consequently  to  be 
especially  guarded  against. 

The  physicians  in  town  generally  realize  that  all  cases  of 
contagious  diseases  must  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health. 
Public  safety  requires  it,  and  physicians  more  than  all  others 
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should  be  glad  to  observe  this  rule.  The  Board  thinks  that  few 
eases  now  go  unrecorded.  Out-of-town  physicians,  or  rather 
some  physicians  from  out  of  the  State,  continue  to  ignore  this 
section  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  consecpiently  the  community 
suffers.  For  example,  last  fall  five  cases  of  diphtheria  were 
discovered  in  South  Attleborough  that  had  been  under  treatment 
by  a Rhode  Island  “ Doctor”  for  four  of  five  days.  In  conse- 
quence of  his  neglect,  the  community  had  been  criminally 
exposed.  Children  from  one  of  the  afflicted  families  were 
attending  the  public  schools,  and  neighbors  with  children  of 
their  own  at  home  were  allowed  free  intercourse  with  the  sick. 
It  is  needless  to  say  that  had  this  so-called  doctor  resided  in 
Massachusetts,  he  would  have  been  requested  to  state  in  a public 
place  the  reasons  of  his  negligence. 

Another  interesting  fact  in  connection  with  this  table  is  the 
small  number  of  typhoid  fever  cases  reported.  The  average 
number  for  the  last  five  years  has  been  30,  while  this  year  only 
12  cases  were  reported,  and  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  the  popula- 
tion of  the  town  has  been  constantly  increasing.  Whether  the 
introduction  of  the  new  water  from  South  Attleborough  has 
caused  this  improvement  can  better  be  determined  after  a few 
more  years  for  comparison. 

Table  II  gives  the  mortality  for  the  year.  The  immense  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia  is  undoubtedly 
the  result  of  the  depressing  effects  of  the  influenza.  The  large 
number  of  children  who  died  under  one  year  of  age,  about  17 
per  cent,  of  all  born  alive  during  the  past  year,  was  not  unexpected 
but  is  none  the  less  to  be  regretted.  Better  hygienic  surround- 
ings, but  more  especially  more  intelligent  care  in  the  selection  of 
the  diet  of  these  young  infants,  would  greatly  reduce  the  death 
rate.  Tables  III  and  IV  show  marriage  and  birth  statistics  and 
will  be  of  interest  in  future  comparisons.

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REPORT  OF 

PARK  COMMISSIONERS. 


rlo  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  elected  under  the  Provisions 
of  Chapter  154  of  the  Public  Statutes,  present  the  following 
report : 

We  have  in  a general  way  considered  several  locations  which 
might  be  desirable  for  parks,  but  we  believe  that  the  town  should 
not  only  control  a suitable  location  for  a park  but  that  there  should 
be  a system  of  parks,  and  parkways  connecting  these  parks,  in 
different  parts  of  the  town,  of  which,  for  instance,  the  driveway 
referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Committe  on  Thacher  Brook  drain 
might  be  a part  of  the  general  system. 

By  having  a plan  showing  these  desirable  locations  the  town 
could  take  more  intelligent  action  on  any  proposition  for  acquir- 
ing land,  than  as  though  only  one  location  was  considered  at  a 
time. 

Again  there  is  a considerable  amount  of  land  adjacent  to  the 
village  that  has  not  yet  been  plotted  for  house  lots  or  building 
purposes.  Such  a place  as  suggested  above  would  probably  be 
considered  by  the  owners  in  the  future  development  of  this 
property,  in  case  the  town  did  not  actually  acquire  the  title  to  all 
the  areas  indicated  for  park  purposes. 

Again  we  believe  that  in  the  extension  of  new  streets  from  near 
the  centre  of  the  village,  these  streets  can  be  so  laid  out  that 
eventually  they  can  become  parkways  which  will  connect  the 
entire  system  of  Parks  with  the  centre  of  the  village. 

The  plan  accompanying  the  Boston  Metropolitan  Park  report 
indicates  how  they  have  been  able  to  thus  provide  a continuous 
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parkway  from  the  State  House  by  the  Common  Public  Gardens 
and  Back  Bay  Park  to  the  Arnold  Arboretum  and  Franklin  Park. 

Again  with  a plan  showing  a system  of  parks  the  town  will 
probably  have  several  locations  available  for  improvement,  and 
the  desire  on  the  part  of  owners  of  abutting  property  to  have  the 
park  adjacent  to  their  property  improved,  will  tend  to  induce 
liberal  offers  of  assistance,  which  will  naturally  assist  in  the  final 
acquirement  of  the  entire  system. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  Park  Commissioners,  to  be 
elected  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  be  authorized  to  prepare,  at 
a limited  expense,  a general  plan  of  parks  and  parkways,  which 
can  be  published  in  a future  report  of  the  town  officers,  thus 
placing  in  the  hands  of  every  voter  a comprehensive  plan  show- 
ing the  possible  developments  of  locations  favorably  situated  for 
parks,  which  can  be  studied  and  discussed  before  an  appropriation 
is  made  for  any  location.

The  Standard  Oil  Company,  of  New  York,  furnish  all  the  oil 
that  is  sold  by  tradesmen  in  Attleborough.  They  have  maintained 
the  same  grade  of  oil  during  the  year  past;  the  test  shows  11S0 
flash,  134°  ignition,  and  there  has  not  been  two  degrees  variation 
during  the  year.  At  the  commencement  of  cold  weather  there 
was  the  usual  reddening  of  the  light  and  some  smoke,  which 
usually  follows  its  use  in  cold  weather ; its  cause  cannot  be  de- 
tected by  the  common  tests.

REPORT  OF 

SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 


As  the  whirligig  of  time  spins  around,  and  the  town  increases 
in  population,  the  tradesmen  increase  in  the  same  ratio.  The  duties 
of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  are  increased  in  the  same 
proportion.  I have  learned  by  observation  that  the  scales  of 
justice  gannot  be  kept  balanced  by  visiting  the  stores  once  a year? 
as  required  by  law,  but  they  must  be  inspected  much  oftener,  for 
the  measures  that  are  in  constant  use  will  get  dented,  and  the 
scales  will  get  out  of  balance.  I believe  that  the  interest  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town  would  be  subserved  by  the  establishment 
of  public  seals,  and  the  appointment  of  a public  weigher  of  coal 
and  hay,  for  it  is  a well  established  tact  that  coal  shrinks  in  quan- 
tity in  carting,  either  by  jolting  of  the  wagon  or  by  the  fine  coal 
sifting  through  the  cracks  in  the  cart  or  both,  so  that  coal  that  is 
brought  into  town  by  teams  very  often  falls  short  in  weight  when 
weighed  here.

INSPECTOR  OF  MILK  AND  PROVISIONS. 


To  the  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen  : I herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the 

year  1893  : 

During  the  months  of  May,  August  and  October,  I inspected 
each  month  one  hundred  and  thirty  cattle  and  found  them  free 
from  disease.  In  two  cases  I caused  the  cows  to  be  quarantined,  but 
after  a thorough  examination  I was  unable  to  find  any  disease. 

In  the  months  of  April,  June,  August,  October  and  December, 
I analyzed  each  month  thirty  specimens  of  milk,  and  found  such 
analysis  to  be  up  to  standard. 

At  the  request  of  officers  of  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals,  I investigated  six  cases  and  in  one  case  found 
glanders.

REPAIRS. 


The  usual  minor  repairs  have  been  made  in  and  about  the 
school  buildings,  and  the  following  extraordinary  expenditures 
(but  nevertheless  absolutely  necessary),  which  make  up  the 
largest  items  of  the  account. 

Early  in  the  year  an  accident  occurred  at  the  High  School 
Building  (owing  to  imperfect  piping  when  the  building  was 
erected),  which  necessitated  practically  the  putting  in  of  a new 
boiler. 

The  increasing  number  of  scholars  in  the  Farmers  School  com- 
pelled us  to  recognize  the  very  imperfect  ventilation  of  that 
building,  and  in  the  summer  vacation  we  had  there  constructed, 
at  a moderate  expense,  a system  for  introducing  pure  air,  that  is 
working  successfully. 

During  the  unusually  cold  weather  which  prevailed  in  the  first 
two  months  of  the  year  the  heating  system  of  the  Academy 
Building  on  Sanford  Street  was  twice  frozen,  incurring  a con- 
siderable expense. 

It  was  the  intention  of  the  Committee  to  paint  the  High 
School  Building  during  the  past  year,  but  the  unexpected  large 
expenditure  on  the  heating  apparatus  of  this  building  made  it 
impossible  to  do  so,  without  largely  overrunning  the  appropria- 
tion for  incidentals  and  repairs.  As  the  building  has  not  materi- 
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ally  suffered  thereby,  it  is  well  the  painting  was  deferred,  for  the 
High  School  attendance  has  now  reached  such  numbers  as  to 
make  it  impossible,  with  present  accommodations,  to  perform  the 
recitation  work  of  the  school  in  a satisfactory  manner,  and 
more  room  must  in  some  way  be  provided.  A plan  has  been 
devised  whereby  the  recitation  rooms  on  the  south  side  can  be 
enlarged,  at  a moderate  expense,  to  meet  all  requirements  in  this 
line  for  years  to  come,  and  at  the  same  time  add  to  the  appear- 
ance of  the  building  externally.  This  accomplished,  the  Super- 
intendent can  still  retain  his  office  and  room  for  supplies,  as  at 
present  located,  and  not  compel  the  Committee  to  provide  accom- 
modations outside  at  an  expense  each  year  equal  to  twice  the 
amount  of  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  improvements  proposed. 

The  sum  of  $1,700  will  accomplish  this  enlargement,  equip 
the  rooms  with  necessary  appointments,  and  paint  the  building. 
We  therefore  recommend  the  carrying  out  of  this  plan. 

It  will  also  be  necessary  this  year  to  paint  the  school  buildings 
at  Dodgeville  and  on  South  Main  St.,  make  some  internal  repairs 
to  both  and  shingle  the  latter.  With  these  matters  attended  to, 
wre  believe  that  the  school  property  of  the  town  will  be  in  better 
condition  than  ever  before. 

The  average  annual  premiums  for  insurance  on  our  school  prop- 
erty exceeds  $270.  This,  until  within  two  years,  has  always  been 
paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  general  current  and  inci- 
dental expenses  of  the  town.  Of  late,  however,  and,  as  we  think, 
wisely,  it  has  been  turned  over  to  the  School  Department,  neces- 
sitating a corresponding  increase  in  the  expenditures  of  the 
School  Board.  The  necessary  irregular  dates  at  which  the  insur- 
ance was  placed,  causes  larger  amounts  to  mature  some  years 
than  others,  and  in  the  coming  year  we  have  expiring  $25,500 
insurance  on  our  school  property.  To  equalize  this  in  a measure 
we  have  utilized,  as  far  as  possible,  the  small  balance  for  1893  in 
the  Educational  Fund,  and  have  cancelled  and  renewed  $10,500 
insurance,  leaving  $15,000  to  provide  for  the  coming  year,  or  an 
outlay  of  about  $375. 

We  now  approach  a subject  that  has  given  your  Committee  no 
little  anxiety  for  the  past  few  years,  viz.,  the  inadequate  school 
building  accommodations  in  the  center  of  the  town. 
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Every  year  of  late  we  have  had  to  consider  the  problem  of  pro- 
viding for  three  children,  when  only  accommadations  for  two 
were  at  hand.  This  has  been  done  by  resorting  to  all  manner  of 
expedients,  and  too  frequently  by  crowding  schools  beyond  their 
lawful  limits,  thereby  crippling  their  efficiency.  It  has  now 
reached  a point  where,  unless  there  is  a marked  diminution  this 
year  in  the  regular  annual  average  increase  of  scholars  in  the 
town,  the  committee  will  be  compelled  to  provide  accommoda- 
tions for  an  extra  Primary  School.  While  we  recognize  the  dis- 
comforts that  the  unusual  business  depression  of  the  past  year  has 
entailed  upon  all  our  citizens,  and  are  keenly  alive  to  the  neces- 
sity of  practising  wise  economy,  we  cannot  forget  that  these  strin- 
gent times  are  only  temporary,  and  must  soon  pass  away,  but 
that  any  abridgment  of  the  school  privileges  of  our  children, 
whereby  they  are  deprived  of  that  which  the  town  is  morally 
and  legally  bound  to  provide  in  this  direction,  is  an  injury  that 
can  never  be  repaired.  We  therefore  unhesitatingly  call  your 
attention  to  the  necessity  of  constructing,  at  once,  a school  build- 
ing in  the  east  section  of  the  main  village,  capable  of  accommo- 
dating at  least  two  schools.  From  careful  observation  we  believe 
that  this  building,  located  on  the  Pine  street  lot,  where  there  is 
ample  room  for  another  school  house,  would  accommodate  the 
largest  number  of  scholars,  and  make  it  practicable  to  run  one 
heating  aparatus  for  both  bindings. 

That  the  town  is  already  face  to  face  with  a problem  in  the 
south-west  section,  bordering  on  Rhode  Island,  is  apparent.  It 
is  a well-known  fact  that  this  growing  community  is  not  provided 
with  sufficient  school  facilities,  and  how  to  accommodate  the 
scattered  inhabitants,  and  at  the  same  time  deal  justly  with  a large 
number  of  tax-payers  grouped  in  the  extreme  corner  of  the  town, 
is  difficult  of  solution.  Certainly  we  would  not  recommend  any 
enlargement  of  the  present  school  building  in  that  neighborhood, 
as  the  location  is  such  that  we  believe  the  money  would  be 
wasted. 

The  construction  of  a short  piece  of  roadway  from  the  French 
Colony  (so  called),  across  the  cranberry-bog  (at  a point  where 
the  contour  of  the  land  makes  it  entirely  feasible)  to  an  extension 
of  the  Mendon  road,  and  the  erection  of  a modest  school  building 
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in  that  locality  seems  now  a practical  way  out  of  this  difficulty. 
Unless  some  such  plan  as  this  is  early  adopted,  the  town  may  be 
required  to  support  two  schools  in  this  section.  However,  we 
recommend  the  most  careful  investigation  of  this  matter,  and  as 
early  action  as  seems  practicable. 

The  result  of  the  introduction  of  manual  training  into  the 
public  schools  is  too  well  known,  and  its  advantages  too  apparent 
to  need  any  argument  in  its  support.  It  is  something  that  this 
town  should  consider,  if  it  desires  to  equip  its  children  for  the 
best  citizenship,  and  afford  opportunities  toward  this  end  that 
other  towns  of  its  size  and  wealth  are  adopting.  How  this  can 
best  be  accomplished  requires  wise  and  careful  consideration.  It 
may  come  about  in  the  establishment  of  Manual  Training  Schools, 
to  6e  supported  jointly  by  several  towns,  any  one  of  which  could 
not  well  bear  the  expense  alone  ; or  possibly  by  counties,  as  the 
Truant  Schools  are  now  maintained. 

Whatever  method  is  ultimately  adopted,  it  is  time  that  the 
town  took  the  matter  under  advisement,  and  aided  some  intelli- 
gent movement  in  this  direction,  in  conjunction  with  its  sister 
towns.  Possibly  the  granting  by  the  town  of  one  or  more 
scholarships  in  some  such  institution  as  the  Cambridge  Manual 
Training  School,  offered  for  best  scholarly  attainments  for  the 
year  in  our  High  Grammar  School,  may  be  a good  way  to  com- 
mence. 

We  are  glad  to  report  our  schools  as  doing  good  work,  and 
faithfully  served  by  Superintendent  and  teachers.  For  a more 
complete  statement  of  their  condition,  you  are  referred  to  the 
Superintendent’s  report  to  this  Board. 

By  the  generous  aid  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Richardson  Fund, 
we  were  enabled  the  past  year  to  place  the  drawing  in  our 
schools  in  charge  of  a competent  supervisor.  The  result  of  this 
change  is  a marked  improvement  in  this  department  of  our  school 
work,  to  the  extent  that  it  would  be  deplorable,  if  for  any  reason 
this  supervision  should  be  discontinued. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  following  appropriations  for 
the  Public  Schools  the  present  year :

While  the  census  taken  May  i returns  the  same  number  between 
5 and  15  as  that  of  the  previous  year,  the  enrollment  exceeds  that 
ot  1892  by  103.  This  unusually  large  gain  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  since  May,  owing,  doubtless,  to  the  business  depression,  a 
larger  number  of  families  have  moved  to  and  from  town  than  the 
average.  In  this  exchange  of  families  Attleboro  has  been  the  gainer, 
as  is  shown  by  the  increase  in  average  membership  of  15.  It  is 
to  be  regretted  that  the  per  cent,  of  average  attendance  falls  below 
that  of  last  year.  This  is  due  to  the  exclusion  from  the  schools 
ot  all  children  coming  from  families  in  which  existed  cases  of 
measles.  During  the  latter  half  of  the  spring  term,  when  the 
measles  were  very  prevalent  throughout  the  town,  some  of  our 
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schools  were  reduced  to  less  than  half  their  usual  number.  Some 
of  these  were  so  greatly  reduced  in  size,  as  to  make  it  a question 
if  it  would  not  have  been  better  to  close  them  entirely. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  a much  better  state  of  affairs 
has  existed,  no  epidemic  of  contagious  diseases  occurring  to  inter- 
fere largely  with  school  attendance. 

That  the  average  attendance  in  this  enterprising  town  is  below 
that  of  the  entire  State  is  lamentable.  But  it  is  true.  School 
Committee,  Superintendent,  and  Truant  Officers  may  do  all  in 
their  power,  but  without  a public  sentiment  in  favor  of  regular 
attendance  on  the  part  of  the  school  children,  they  can  do  but 
little.  The  law  enjoins  it  upon  all  who  are,  or  ought  to  be, 
interested  in  our  schools  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  secure  regu- 
lar attendance.  Public  sentiment  should  be  so  strong  that  a 
parent  would  not  think  of  sending  a child  to  do  an  errand  during 
school  hours  ; that  a child  would  be  very  unwilling  to  be  seen  on 
the  streets  at  that  time  ; that  the  storekeeper  who  serves  the  child 
should  accompany  the  service  with  a stinging  rebuke  to  the  child 
for  being  absent  from  his  desk  in  the  school  room. 

The  antidote,  if  it  should  prove  to  be  efficacious,  would  be  an 
expensive  one,  but  I would  recommend  a very  free  use  of  the 
Truant  School  at  Walpole. 

The  fall  term  in  many  respects  has  been  one  of  the  most 
successful  in  the  past.  There  have  been  few  interruptions  of  any 
kind.  There  was  not  a single  instance  of  a one  session  day  on 
account  of  a storm.  The  teachers  had  no  visiting  day.  No 
Institute  called  them  away  from  their  accustomed  places.  The 
schools,  not  only  in  the  village,  but  in  the  outlying  districts,  were 
very  full,  some  of  them  indeed,  too  full,  but  that  is  a hindrance 
which  has  existed  for  several  years  and  will  continue  to  exist  in 
a greatly  aggravated  form  till  room  for  another  school  is  sup- 
plied. Should  business  revive,  both  rooms  of  the  new  school 
house  for  which  you  ask  would  be  needed  next  fall.  The 
attendance  has  been  better  during  the  last  term,  and.  the  first 
term  of  the  new  year  opens  with  a larger  attendance  than  usual  at 
this  time  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  changes  among  the  teachers  is  fully  up  to  the 
average.  Five  : Carrie  L.  Perry,  Anna  D.  Newman,  Lucy  C. 
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Sweet,  Elizabeth  A.  Jewett  and  Grace  W.  Berry  have  left  their 
places  on  account  of  impaired  health.  Three  : Mary  A.  Lyon, 
Florence  I.  Shepard  and  Dora  A.  Sweet  have  left  for  higher  pay 
or  more  congenial  situations.  All  of  these,  except  Mary  A.  Lyon, 
of  the  City  Grammar  School,  were  teachers  of  primary  grades. 
No  changes  have  occurred  among  the  High  or  Grammar  School 
teachers  of  this  village. 

While  we  sustained  a loss  in  the  retirement  of  these  teachers, 
among  whom  were  some  of  the  best  in  town,  we  can  congratu- 
late ourselves  on  our  success  in  securing  very  acceptable  teachers 
to  fill  the  vacancies. 

Alice  A.  Estes,  a graduate  of  the  Cambridge  Latin  and  the 
Bridgewater  Normal  Schools,  and  later  of  the  Cambridge  Train- 
ing School,  succeeded  Miss  Lyon  in  the  City  Grammar  School. 
Florence  I.  Shepard  succeeded  Miss  Perry,  of  the  Sanford  Street 
Primary,  at  the  opening  of  the  spring  term.  She  in  turn  went  to 
Pawtucket  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  ; cause,  $3  more  pay 
per  week.  Mrs.  Burrows,  who  has  always  been  one  of  our  most 
successful  teachers,  took  charge  of  the  school  after  the  retirement 
of  Miss  Shepard.  Lucy  C.  Sweet  temporarily  resigned  charge  of 
the  South  Main  Street  School,  and  Miss  Mary  W.  Phelps,  of  North 
Attleboro,  has  served  as  her  substitute.  Grace  W.  Berry  succeeded 
Miss  Jewett  at  the  Pine  Street  School,  and  she  in  turn  on  account 
of  sickness  left  her  position  near  the  middle  of  the  fall  term  and 
was  succeeded  by  Miss  Lydia  D.  Peck,  who  served  as  her  sub- 
stitute till  the  close  of  the  term.  Mrs.  Laura  E.  Comey,  of 
Sharon,  a most  excellent  teacher,  takes  charge  of  the  School  at 
the  beginning  of  1894.  Miss  Annie  A.  Wheeler,  who  has  served 
a year  in  our  own  schools  as  a “trainer”  and  assistant  teacher, 
succeeded  Miss  Dora  Sweet  at  the  Pine  Street  Primary  in 
September. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  all  our  schools  without  a single 
exception  under  good  healthy  discipline,  and  doing  good  work. 
There  was  a marked  improvement  in  this  respect  during  the  year, 
particularly  with  some  of  our  younger  teachers,  while  with  all  or 
nearly  all,  older  as  well  as  younger,  better  methods  of  instruction 
have  been  adopted,  as  a result  of  discussions  in  teachers’  meetings 
and  conferences  with  each  other  to  decide  upon  the  best  way  of 
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presenting  certain  principles,  and  to  adopt  uniform  plans.  The 
plan  adopted  by  you  early  in  the  fall  term  will  contribute  much 
to  secure  better  results.  Doing  away  with  the  old  plan  oi  fre- 
quent written  examinations,  whose  greatest  service  was  the  over- 
taxing of  teachers  and  worrying  pupils,  it  gives  greater  latitude 
for  the  use  of  judgment  in  deciding  whether  the  pupils  should 
be  promoted  or  not,  and  bases  the  pupil’s  fitness  for  promotion 
more  upon  his  ability  to  do  good  work  where  he  is  to  go,  than 
upon  what  he  has  done  in  the  past.  For  the  benefit  of  all  who 
should  be  interested  I insert  the 

Plan  for  Marking  and  Promotion  in  the  Attleboro 

Schools. 

1.  “In  all  grades  below  the  high  school,  promotions  from 
grade  to  grade  and  from  the  grammar  grades  to  the  high  school 
shall  be  made  upon  the  judgment  of  the  teacher,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  superintendent. 

2.  Asa  basis,  in  part,  for  such  promotions,  the  teachers  of 
the  grammar  and  two  highest  primary  grades  shall  record  fort- 
nightly estimates  of  the  pupils’  work  for  that  time  in  all  subjects 
except  such  general  subjects  as  music,  writing,  and  drawing. 
These  estimates  shall  be  based  upon  the  faithfulness  and  success 
with  which  the  pupils  have  done  the  work  given  them,  includ- 
ing all  oral  and  written  tests  employed  in  the  process  of  instruc- 
tion during  that  time.  These  estimates  shall  not  be  based  upon 
any  system  of  daily  marking  or  examinations  held  at  stated 
times,  but  the  teacher  may  keep  such  memoranda  of  daily  work 
as  are  necessary. 

3.  These  estimates  and  all  estimates  of  the  pupils’  scholar- 
ship and  deportment  shall  be  marked  on  the  following  scale  : 
Excellent  (E),  Good  (G),  Fair  (F),  Poor  (P),  and  Very  Poor 

(p>- 

4.  At  the  middle  and  end  of  the  fall  and  winter  terms,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  spring  term,  report  cards  giving  the  attend- 
ance, and  estimates  of  the  pupils’  work  based  upon  the  recorded 
estimates  of  the  teacher,  shall  be  sent  the  parents  or  guardians 
of  all  pupils  in  the  grades  mentioned  in  Section  2.  An  estimate 
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of  the  subjects  not  included  in  Section  2 and  the  deportment 
shall  also  be  given  on  the  card. 

5.  The  teachers  of  all  grades  below  the  high  school  shall 
send  a special  notice  to  the  parents  or  guardians  of  pupils  whose 
attendance,  deportment,  or  progress  in  school-work  is  unsatisfac- 
tory, that  the  co-operation  of  parents  and  guardians  may  be 
secured,  if  possible. 

6.  In  case  a parent  or  guardian  is  dissatisfied  with  the  non- 
promotion of  a pupil,  such  pupil  may  be  given  a written  exam- 
ination by  the  superintendent,  at  the  request  of  the  parent  or 
guardian,  the  result  to  be  used  as  additional  evidence  in  deter- 
mining the  pupil’s  fitness  for  promotion.  In  case  a parent  or 
guardian  is  still  dissatisfied  after  such  an  examination  has  been 
given,  the  case  may  be  taken  to  the  School  Committee  for  final 
decision.” 

In  School  Committee,  Attleborough,  Sept.  20,  1893. 

Adopted  to  take  effect  at  once,  in  place  of  the  existing  plan. 

NOTES. 

“ In  making  these  changes  in  the  method  of  determining  the 
fitness  of  pupils  for  promotion,  it  is  not  intended  to  encourage 
any  laxity  in  this  respect,  but,  rather,  to  have  promotions  made 
with  greater  care.  In  considering  the  promotion  of  pupiU 
concerning  which  there  is  some  doubt,  the  age,  faithfulness, 
natural  ability,  probable  time  for  attending  school,  in  short,  the 
best  interests  of  the  pupils  should  be  considered,  and  it  is  believed 
that,  with  such  consideration,  less  mistakes  will  be  made  than 
when  a general  average  is  struck  with  little  regard  for  the  relative 
importance  of  the  different  subjects  or  the  individual  interests  of 
the  pupils. 

In  abolishing  the  written  examinations  at  stated  times,  it  is  not 
intended  that  the  searching  written  test  be  abolished,  but  that  the 
written  tests,  or  examinations,  as  a part  of  the  regular  work,  be 
many  and  frequent.  Such  tests,  when  given  by  the  teacher,  have 
an  important  place.  They  serve  not  only  as  a guide  in  determin- 
ing how  well  certain  points  have  been  fixed  and  when  it  is  desir- 
able that  new  topics  should  be  taken  up,  but  they  have  a stimulat- 
ing effect  of  great  value.  As  a rule,  it  is  not  desirable  that  more 
than  one  such  test  be  given  during  a day  or  that  the  time  spent  by 
pupils  in  such  an  exercise  exceed  one  hour,  the  time  being 
determined  somewhat  by  the  grade  of  thepupils.” 
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The  complaint  is  very  prevalent  that  too  few  of  our  grammar 
school  graduates  enter  the  high  school.  This  has  had  the  effect 
to  call  the  attention  of  our  educators  to  the  matter  with  a view  to 
ascertain  if  there  is  anything  radically  wrong  in  our  graded  sys- 
tem. Many  of  our  most  prominent  educators,  after  comparing 
our  system  with  those  of  France  and  Germany,  have  declared  in 
emphatic  terms  that  children  should  accomplish  more  in  our 
elementary  grades,  and  be  fitted  at  a younger  age  to  enter  the 
high  school.  We  endorse  this,  and  it  has  been  our  constant  aim 
to  accomplish  all  we  possibly  could  in  both  respects.  We  are 
gratified  to  note  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  this  re- 
spect. As  a result  of  our  rearrangement  of  the  grades  nearly 
five  years  ago,  whereby  we  reduced  the  number  from  nine  to  eight, 
classes  now  enter  the  high  school  at  an  average  age  of  less 
than  fifteen  years.  This,  I think,  has  been  the  principal  reason 
why  so  large  a number  of  our  grammar  school  graduates  enter 
the  high.  As  a result  of  improved  methods  and  better  teach- 
ing along  the  line,  the  classes  which  enter  now  are  equally  as 
well  fitted  to  do  good  work  in  the  high  school  course,  as 
those  of  former  years,  and  being  younger,  fewer  scholars  drop 
out  after  once  entering.  A class  of  forty-four  was  graduated 
from  the  Sanford  Street  Grammar  School  last  summer,  and  two 
from  the  the  City  School.  Of  these  forty-six,  forty-two  entered 
the  high  school.  In  addition  to  these,  one  entered  from  the 
Turnpike  district  and  three  from  Miss  Beers’  private  school.  Of 
these  forty-six,  forty-three  now  remain. 

The  officials  of  the  electric  roads  have  shown  a very  generous 
spirit  in  allowing  scholars  who  live  near  their  lines  of  road  to 
ride  to  and  from  school  at  half  the  usual  fare.  This  generosity 
has  enabled  scholars  from  the  remote  south-western  portion  of  the 
town  to  attend  the  high  school  at  a very  moderate  expense.  A 
few  from  that  part  of  the  town  will  probably  drop  Aut  of  the 
school  on  account  of  the  stopping  of  the  electric  cars.  It  seems 
to  me  that  it  would  be  wise  for  the  town  to  bear  the  whole  or 
a part  of  the  cost  of  bringing  scholars  from  the  remote^districts  to 
the  high  school. 

The  maximum  number  attending  the  high  school  at  any  time 
since  September  is  125.  The  two  main  rooms  in  the^house  will 
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accommodate  150  scholars.  A larger  number  the  school  will 
not  be  likely  to  have  for  several  years.  In  the  matter  of  recita- 
tion rooms,  the  house  is  far  from  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the 
number  now  present.  Hence  the  wisdom  of  your  recommenda- 
tion that  a projection  be  added  to  the  house  this  summer.  Con- 
sidering the  urgent  needs,  and  the  small  expense  for  which  so 
great  an  advantage  can  be  secured,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  year 
should  not  pass  without  its  accomplishment.  The  greatest 
achievement  of  the  year  was  the  employment  of  a supervisor  and 
instructor  of  drawing.  The  superintendents  of  the  two  towns, 
to  whom  the  school  boards  assigned  the  duty  of  making  the 
selection,  made  quite  an  extended  quest,  and  finally  agreed  to 
leave  the  selection  to  Mr.  Geo.  H.  Bartlett,  principal  of  the 
Normal  Art  School.  He  named  Miss  Louise  M.  Goodrich,  a 
member  of  the  graduating  class,  as  one  well  fitted  and  fully  com- 
petent to  fill  the  important  position.  She  was  employed  and 
commenced  her  work  at  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term,  and 
has  devoted  one-half  the  time  to  each  of  the  Attleboros.  She 
was  most  cordially  received  by  the  teachers,  wTho  have  co-op- 
erated with  her  in  the  introduction  of  this  new  department  of  in- 
struction in  our  schools.  Coming  as  she  did,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  last  term  of  the  school  year,  she  wras  able  to  become  acquainted 
wfith  the  different  schools  and  learn  their  respective  needs  so  as 
to  mature  her  plan  and  make  her  programme  of  lessons,  so  as  to 
have  the  drawing  department  fully  organized  by  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year.  Your  attention  is  directed  to  her  report, 
which,  with  the  report  of  the  instructors  of  music,  is  appended, 
and  to  her  course  of  study  which  may  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

I close  with  thanks  to  committee  and  teachers  for  their  sup- 
port and  co-operation.

Dear  Sir  : We  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  practical  results 

of  teaching  music  upon  a true  educational  basis  can  now  be  seen 
in  every  school  in  town ; especially  is  this  true  where  there  has 
been  from  grade  to  grade  a succession  of  teachers  who  have 
realized  that  music  should  be  taught  as  are  other  studies. 

Although  we  have  been  pleased  to  find  naturally  musical  chil- 
dren in  every  school,  yet  in  the  primary  we  have  found  a large 
number  of  children  in  whom  tone-perception  lies  dormant  or  is 
but  partly  awakened,  and  considerable  time  and  effort  have  been 
expended  upon  these  children  that  they  may  be  prepared  to  join 
with  the  others  in  class  work  in  music. 

The  results  of  a full  and  completed  graded  course  of  education 
in  vocal  music  should  be  as  follows  : 

First,  the  ability  to  read  music  as  easily  and  correctly  as  the 
printed  page. 

Second,  the  increase  of  power  and  improvement  in  quality  of 
the  voice,  through  the  correct  use  of  the  respiratory  organs  and 
the  organs  of  speech. 

Third,  the  appreciation  of  the  soul  of  music  or  an  understand- 
ing of  the  art  of  expression,  with  reference  to  both  words  and 
music. 

Fourth,  and  perhaps  most  important,  a certain  mental  and 
moral  character  resulting  from  the  quality  of  the  music  sung. 

We  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  strong  support  of 
an  excellent  school  board,  the  cordial  and  uniform  encouragement 
and  assistance  of  the  superintendent,  and  the  hearty  co-operation 
of  the  teachers  in  all  that  we  have  required.

Dear  Sir  : — In  presenting  this  my  first  report  I wish  to  state 
the  general  aim  of  drawing  as  taught  in  the  public  schools,  the 
ends  sought  in  each  department  of  the  subject,  and  what  has  been 
accomplished  during  the  past  few  months  in  the  schools  of  this 
town.  Since  the  aim  of  the  public  schools  is  education,  the 
symmetrical  training  of  all  the  powers,  it  follows  that  if  drawing 
is  to  be  a part  of  the  school  course  it  must  contribute  directly  to 
this  end. 

The  various  branches  of  the  subject  fall  naturally  into  three 
divisions — the  study  of  the  appearance  of  form,  the  facts  of  form 
and  the  arrangement  of  form. 

Appearance  drawing  includes  the  study  of  objects  as  they  ap. 
pear  to  us,  resulting  in  the  making  of  outline  drawings  followed 
by  light  and  shade  drawing,  and  further  by  oil  and  water  color 
painting,  in  which  the  appearance  is  more  fully  represented.  As 
pursued  in  the  public  schools  it  is  confined  almost  entirely  to  out- 
line drawing,  with  some  study  of  light  and  shade.  Since  this 
work  is  entirely  freehand,  and  its  excellence  depends  upon  the 
ability  to  see  correctly  and  to  reproduce  accurately  what  one  sees, 
if  properly  presented  it  leads  to  the  training  of  the  powers  of 
observation  and  judgment.  It  also  gives  freedom  and  accuracy 
in  the  use  of  the  pencil  as  a means  of  expression,  and  the  ability 
to  sketch  easily  and  accurately  ordinary  objects. 

The  study  of  facts  includes  measurements,  geometric  problems, 
projection  on  the  representation  of  facts  by  means  of  plan  and 
elevation,  machine  drawing,  working  drawings  and  construction 
of  common  objects.  Mechanical  instruments  are  used  through- 
out this  work  to  insure  accuracy.  Since  a drawing  of  this  kind 
represents  the  facts  of  form,  absolute  truth  is  one  of  the  essentials 
of  excellence.  Clear  thinking  and  accurate  reasoning  are  neces 
sary  as  the  drawings  increase  in  difficulty.  The  ability  to  use 
readily  the  mechanical  instruments  employed  is  of  practical  value 
to  every  one,  while  a knowledge  of  the  principles  involved  in 
the  representation  of  objects  by  means  of  plan  and  elevation  is 
necessary  for  those  who  follow  the  constructive  arts. 
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The  third  division  of  the  subject,  the  arrangement  of  form  in- 
cludes the  principles  of  design  and  their  practical  application. 
In  order  that  work  in  design  should  be  good  it  is  necessary  to 
know  something  of  what  has  already  been  accomplished  in  this 
direction.  Hence  the  study  of  the  great  historic  schools  of  orna- 
ments, which  not  only  trains  and  corrects  the  taste,  but  gives  a 
knowledge  of  the  principles  underlying  all  good  design.  The 
study  of  structural  botany  also  plays  an  important  part  in  furnish- 
ing new  units  of  design  and  knowledge  of  principles,  and  opening 
the  eyes  to  the  beauty  of  natural  objects.  The  study  of  color 
both  in  historic  ornament  and  in  nature  is  of  great  importance  in 
training  the  observation  and  taste  and  in  enabling  one  to  work 
#out  new  and  pleasing  combinations  for  use  in  practical  design. 

The  aim,  then,  of  drawing  in  the  public  schools  is  first  of  all 
educational ; that  is,  the  training  of  those  physical  and  mental 
powers  which  without  it  might  be  neglected.  By  leading  pupils 
to  observe  and  appreciate  the  beautiful  in  nature  and  art  it  culti- 
vates their  taste  and  opens  new  sources  of  enjoyment.  The  abil- 
ity to  sketch  readily  ordinary  objects  is  of  great  practical  use  in 
whatever  calling  one  is  engaged,  and  for  those  who  follow  any 
of  the  industrial  or  constructive  arts,  the  foundation  of  their 
training  is  laid  in  the  public  school  course.  The  training  neces- 
sary to  a good  designer  includes  most  of  the  public  school  course 
in  drawing.  These  ends,  of  course,  are  not  reached  at  the  end  of 
one  year,  or  even  two  or  three  years,  but  if  the  work  is  well  be- 
gun and  carried  on  as  it  should  be  they  will  appear  in  time. 

For  dividing  the  school  year  among  the  subjects  mentioned 
above  I have  arranged  as  follows,  in  grades  above  the  third  year 
of  school : 

From  September  till  the  first  of  February  the  time  is  devoted 
to  freehand  drawing  of  the  appearance  of  objects,  beginning  with 
outline  drawings  of  various  geometries,  solids,  and  planes  in 
different  positions.  The  outlines  of  the  solids  being  simple  and 
exact,  are  easier  for  the  pupil  to  see  and  represent,  and  he  is 
better  able  to  see  his  errors  and  correct  them.  The  shapes  of 
common  objects  which  are  usually  more  interesting  but  more 
difficult  are  based  upon  the  simple  solids,  and  the  same  princi- 
ples underly  their  representation,  so  that  ability  to  sketch  the 
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simple  solids  le°ds  directly  to  the  more  difficult  work.  The  time 
from  the  first  of  February  to  the  spring  vacation  will  be  devoted 
to  the  study  of  the  facts  of  form  and  the  use  of  mechanical 
instruments.  The  spring  term  to  be  used  for  subjects  connected 
with  arrangements  or  decoration,  historic  ornament,  structural 
botany,  color  and  design. 

In  grades  below  the  fourth  year  I have  adopted  White’s  course 
in  drawing  with  some  modifications,  which  gives  a good  prepara- 
tion for  the  work  of  the  higher  grades.  Thus  far  the  actual 
work  done  has  consisted  of  mechanical  drawing  during  the  spring 
term  of  last  year,  and  freehand  drawing  since  September.  The 
aim  has  been  more  especially  the  training  of  the  eye  and  hand 
than  the  production  of  finished  drawings.  % 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  pupils  of  the  different  grades  for  their 
interest  in  the  drawing  and  the  patience  and  perseverance  they 
have  shown  in  these  elementary  stages  of  the  work. 

The  work  in  the  primary  grades  has  been  carried  on  in  a great 
measure  by  the  teachers,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  be  pleased  . 
with  the  results  they  have  attained  The  teachers  in  the  upper 
grades  also  have  shown  the  greatest  good  will  and  a desire  that 
the  work  should  be  carried  on  in  the  best  manner.  I feel  myself 
under  deep  obligations  to  them  for  the  assistance  which  has 
made  my  work  possible. 

I have  to  thank  the  superintendent  and  school  committee  for 
their  support,  and  for  the  abundant  supply  of  necessary  materials 
which  they  have  been  so  ready  to  furnish.
